A MEDICAL DOCTOR WHO IS ALSO 
ап MBA? 

The idea may not be so far-fetched 
as five years from now the Ateneo de 
Manila University will graduate the 
first batch of medical doctors who 
will not only be healers but managers 
and leaders as well. 

‘The quintessential “person for oth- 
ers" that the Jesuitrun institution 
has been molding and offering to the 
world will now be taking on a more 
demanding contemporary role. 

He or she will be filling a challeng- 
ing job description and venturing in- 
to frontiers that earlier generations 
of Ateneans, or for that matter doc- 
tors produced by other universities, 
had not trained for. 

The Ateneo opened this year the 
Ateneo School of Medicine and Pub- 
lic Health (ASMPH), taking in the 
first batch of 75 would-be doctor- 
manager-leaders. 

"The state of medical education in 
the Philippines is that most, if not all, 
medical schools define themselves 
[as institutions] to prepare their stu- 
dents to be doctors," said ASMPH 
dean Dr. Alfredo Bengzon, a neurolo- 
gist and a former health secretary 
‘who has a master's in business ad- 
ministration himself. 

Bengzon believes doctors should

THE LEADER OF THE COUNTRYS 
bishops has challenged government offi- 
cials to "do a Zacchaeus” and give any 
ill-gotten possessions to the poor. 

Amid the unresolved allegations of 
corruption against the Arroyo adminis- 
tration, Jaro Archbishop Angel Lag- 
dameo, in his blog yesterday, called for a 
moral transformation among those in 
public office, saying the faithful were in 
search of “people who would be humble, 
courageous and decided enough to до а 
Zacchaeus.” 

In the Bible, Zacchaeus was the chief 
tax collector who climbed a sycamore 
tree so he could make out the figure of 
Jesus in a huge crowd. According to the 
story, Jesus asked the hated tax collector 
to come down from the tree as he in- 
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tended to visit his house. This gesture 
led to Zacchaeus’ repentance and his 
vow to make restitution for his sins. 

"Here and now I give half of my posses- 
sions to the poor, and if have cheated any- 
body out of anything, I will pay back four 
times the amount," Zacchaeus told Jesus. 

Lagdameo, the president of the 
Catholic Bishops’ Conference of the 
Philippines (CBCP), said that like Zac- 
chaeus, the whole country needs a moral 
transformation. 

"Аз a response to the state of moral 
bankruptcy in public life, of probably ir- 
remediable loss of credibility and trust, a 
call has been made for moral revolu- 
tion,” he said 

Lagdameo said the Church's social 
doctrine teaches that socioeconomic is- 
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sues have moral implications because 
there is a “necessary, intrinsic and recip- 
rocal” relationship between morality, 
economics and poverty. 

He mentioned the allegations of polit- 
ical bribery, the Glorietta and Batasan 
blasts that killed and injured many, and 
the questionable multimillion-peso gov- 
ernment projects as the issues that are 
crying out for resolution and closure. 

He also expressed support for the vari- 
ous calls for moral recovery sounded by 
religious and civil society groups as their 
response to the "list of unresolved cases 
of social, economic and political con- 
cerns that keep piling up.” 

"We are consoled by the fact that some 
of our public officials and different sec- 
tors of civil society are seeing such a need 
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for a moral revolution. May this attitude тч 
prevail ... may the number of good- 
willed people increase,” Lagdameo said. 
Last month, the CBCP in one of its 
strongest statements against the Arroyo 
administration, called the government 
morally bankrupt amid allegations of 
corruption in the National Broadband 
Network deal with the China-based ZTE 
Corp. and alleged Palace payoffs to local 
government officials to maintain sup- 
port for President Macapagal-Arroyo, 
Lagdameo said that even before the 
October statement on moral bankruptcy 
in government, the CBCP had long been 
calling for moral reform in government. 
“And we would like to say it again, Noth- 
ing new, but the resolve may be,” he said.

The EU, which had earlier con- 
demned the Arroyo administration 
for its failure to put a stop to extra- 
judicial killings in the country, this 
time supported the President's call 
for the prompt release of the 
Burmese freedom fighter and 
democracy icon. 

A 14-man EU parliamentary del- 
egation visiting the Philippines 
called on Ms Arroyo Friday in Mala- 
cafiang to convey its appreciation 
for the President's forceful position 
on the need for democratic reforms 
in Burma (Myanmar). 

Ms Arroyo made the call during a 
dinner on Wednesday with leaders 
of the Association of Southeast 
Asian Nations (Asean) who had 
gathered in Singapore for their an- 
nual summit. 

“We support very strongly your 
call for the release of Suu Kyi,” said 
Hartmut Nassauer of Germany, 
head of the EU delegation, during a 
meeting with the President in Mala- 
cafiang’s Music Room. 

He said his group “respects your 
firm stand” on Suu Куз release and 


the President's exhortation to Bur- 
ma's ruling junta to return to the 
path of democracy. 

Besides Nassauer, the members 
of the delegation were Ambassador 
Alistair MacDonald (envoy of the 
EU to the Philippines), Ambassador 
Peter Beckingham and Glyn Ford 
(United Kingdom), Zsaboles Faza- 
kas and Csaba Ory (Hungary), Dar- 
iusz Grabowski (Poland), Jules 
Maaten (the Netherlands), Jean- 
Pierre Audy (France), Giovanna 
Corda (Belgium) and Barbara Weil- 
er (Germany). 

In response, the President said 
she was “glad” the delegation sup- 
ported her stand on the Burma is- 
sue. 

She said she had to rush back to 
the Philippines Thursday, a day be- 
fore the four-day summit was to 
end, to personally oversee govern- 
ment relief operations in the areas 
battered by Typhoon “Lando.” 

‘The EU delegation also cited the 
Philippines for being the only coun- 
try in Asia which has abolished the 
death penalty, and congratulated 
the President for taking steps to

stem the tide of political and media 
killings. 

They however, informed Ms Arroyo 
that the European press had been de- 
voting more space to the killings in the 
Philippines than to reports on the 
country's improving economy. 

The President, in tum, disclosed the 
latest developments in the prosecution 
of suspects in extrajudicial killings. 

There have been six convictions 
so far and 12 cases are being tried, 
she reported. 

‘Two other cases, she added, were in 
the “advanced stages of prosecution.” 

She explained that while she 
wanted the trial of the suspects in 
the extrajudicial killings to proceed 
speedily, 28 cases were "stuck" be- 
cause the supposed victims—most- 
ly members of the Left—refused to 
cooperate in the investigation. 

"They simply want to condemn the 
government for the killings," she said. 

The President also informed the 
EU delegation that she had created 
а Committee on Human Rights and 
the Melo Commission to dig deeper 
into cases of political killings.

Tn Legazpi City, Cedric Daep,

Even Anthony Golez, 
spokesperson of the National 
Disaster Coordinating Council 
(NDCC) and deputy adminis- 
trator of the Office of Civil De- 
fense, said "the worst was not 
yet over” for Bicol. 

"Let's wait for the typhoon to 
leave the Philippine area of re- 
sponsibility” he said in a news 
conference at Camp Aguinaldo. 

Golez also said President 
Macapagal-Arroyo had ordered 
the "preemptive evacuation” of 
tens of thousands of residents of 
coastal and mountainous areas 
in Aurora and Quezon. 

Perez said that "by Sunday, we

should expect stormy weather 
over northern Luzon, and mod- 
erate rain in the Bicol region.” 

“On Monday, when the ty- 
phoon is already off the coast of 
Ilocos Sur, it will be stormy in 
the Ilocos region, with light to 
moderate rains in other parts of 
Luzon,” he said.

New evacuations 

Close to 100,000 people are 
set to be evacuated from coastal 
areas and riverbanks in Aurora 
and Isabela. 

OCD administrator Glenn 
Rabonza told reporters yester- 
day that based on information 
from local officials, 54,000 рео- 
ple will be evacuated in Isabela 
and another 40,000 in Aurora. 

Isabela Gov. Grace Padaca, 
who took a call from Ms Arroyo 
during a meeting of the МОСС 
yesterday afternoon, said most 
of the evacuees were from the 
coastal areas of Palanan and Di- 
napigue towns. 

Rabonza said preparations 
for Mina's coming were "very 
good" despite its change of 
Course. He said military units 
and assets in areas likely to be 
affected by the typhoon's new 
path had been mobilized 

Mina has displaced more 
than 1,000 families in three 
provinces in the Visayas. 

Reports reaching the regional 
office of the Department of So- 
cial Welfare and Development 
in Eastern Visayas revealed that 
the displaced families, repre- 
senting 5,615 persons, came 
from various towns in Northern 
Samar, Eastern Samar and Bi 
ran provinces. 


At-risk residents 

According to NDCC spokesper- 
son Golez, more than 200,000 
evacuees in Bicol will have to re- 
main in evacuation centers. 

“The President has instructed 
the NDCC to take precautionary 
and preventive measures. 
Provincial governors have been 
alerted, and all contingency 
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phoon spares Bicol 


plans are in place,” Golez said. 

He said Defense Secretary 
Gilberto Teodoro Jt., the NDCC 
chair, had relayed Ms Arroyo's 
instruction to regional disaster 
officials in the Ilocos, 
Cordillera, Cagayan Valley, and 
Central and Southern Luzon, as 
well as the Armed Forces. 

Golez said the new round of 
evacuations would start with 
residents of coastal areas at risk 
from storm surges, and people 
living along riverbanks and on 
mountain slopes threatened by 
floods and landslides. 

“The evacuation is taking 
place as of the moment... We 
are looking at around tens of 
thousands [of residents],” he 
said, adding that government 
agencies as well as the AFP 
Northern Luzon Command had 
been mobilized. 

Pagasa director Prisco Nilo 
said the weather bureau had 
prepared two scenarios for Mi- 
na—one, that it would slam in- 
to the Bicol region, and the oth- 
er, that it would head for Aurora 
and Quezon. (See Box.) 

"Now, Pagasa has informed us 
that the storm would follow the. 
second scenario," Golez said. 


2 weather systems

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Pagasa: What went wrong?

WAS PAGASA WRONG IN PREDICTING THE 
path of Typhoon “Mina”? The weather bureau 
does not think so. 

In a conference of the National Disaster Co- 
ordinating Council (NDCC) yesterday after- 
noon with President Macapagal-Arroyo in at- 
tendance, Science and Technology Undersec- 
retary Graciano Yumul said that as early as 
‘Thursday, the weather bureau told the media 
that there were two scenarios on Mina's path. 

Yumul, a former officer in charge of Pagasa, 
said the first was that Mina would slam into Bi- 
col and exit through Oriental Mindoro. The 
other was that it would hit Aurora and Isabela 
provinces, cut through northern Luzon and ex- 
it through Ilocos Sur. 

“Is CNN right and was Pagasa wrong? No," 
said Yumul, referring to the Cable News Net- 
work that predicted Mina would hit Aurora 
and Isabela instead of the Bicol region. 

Yumul also said Pagasa had studied various 
models from other weather centers in Japan, 
Hong Kong and the US Joint Typhoon Warning 
Center (JTWC) run by the US Navy based in 
Hawaii. 

‘The latter had predicted Mina’s present course. 


Province, Benguet and Ilocos

The storm is likely to exit Ilo- 
cos Sur by noon tomorrow.

“Pagasa looks at other models from other cli- 
mate centers.

tion of Pagasa," he said.

Divers plant giant clams underwater to revive dying sea 
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scoop and pour seawater on 
two clams before taking them 
10 feet under water. 

The clam-seeding, initiated 
by SMIC and its partner World 
Wide Fund for Nature (WWF)- 
Philippines, was designed to re- 
generate the marine life in this 
part of the South China Sea that 
has been threatened by over- 
fishing. 

Clams serve as nurseries for 
small fish, invertebrates and 
tiny crustaceans, 


They will come 

“Ifyou put clams, other [crea- 
tures] will come. Fish, soft 
corals, seaweeds, snails, lob- 
sters, what have you," said Dr. 


Suzanne Mingoa-Licuanan of 
the UP Marine Science Institute 
who oversaw the clam-seeding. 
"Giant clams serve as nurseries 
for marine organisms. They 
clean the waters, they beautify 
the place. In its entirety, it’s all 
good.” 

The clam garden lies within a 
delineated — 160-square-meter 
area underwater, a mere 80 me- 
ters from the shore of Pico de 
Loro cove in Barangay Papaya, 
a P4-billion seaside resort being 
developed by SMIC. 

The cove is part of the Hamilo 
Coast, 1,800-hectare property 
straddling lush valleys and 
mountains in Nasugbu that jut 
out to sea that is now seen as 
SMIC' largest land develop- 
ment project. 


To “give reverence” to the 
idyllic place, the SMIC and 
WWE Philippines developed a 
marine ecosystem project, 
chiefly to regenerate the ma- 
rine life in the sea, and tapped 
the UP Marine Institute to 
make it the next clam-seeding 
site. 


Regeneration 

“We're trying to make sure 
that the corals regenerate, the 
fish come back to the way it was 
before, and get aquatic re- 
sources rejuvenated,” said Lu- 
cas of SMIC in an interview 
aboard a boat. 

But it’s also another way to 
get the endangered giant clam 
species (Tridacna gigas) culti- 
vated in Nasugbu waters, he 


added. The species, prized for 
its shell and meat, has declined 
in population from hunting. 

Giant clam meat is consid- 
ered an aphrodisiac in Asia-Pa- 
cific countries. The shells are 
collected and made into dishes, 
jewelry and omaments. 

The species, the most mas- 

sive of seven known giant clam 
species, can grow to more than 
1.5 meters and. weigh more 
than 260 kilograms. 
" According to WWEPhilip 
pines president Dave Valdes, 
overfishing and encroachments 
into the municipal waters by 
commercial fishermen on high- 
speed boats equipped with 
high-tech fishing gear are the 
common complaints of fisher- 
folk.

After years of overfishing, the 
fish are now just starting to 
‘come back, he said. 

The clams (locally known as 
taklobos), cultured and grown 
to a certain size for four years in 
a marine laboratory in Bolinao, 
Pangasinan in northern Luzon, 
would make sure the fish would 


No need to feed them 

“If you put them (the clams) 
together, there will be hiding 
places for fish. They also give 
parts of their body as food for 
the fish,” Licuanan of the UP 
Marine Institute said. 

The clam garden would be 
closely monitored by the fishing 
community's own Bantay Dagat 
to keep fishermen at bay, but 


otherwise, the mollusks would 
thrive on their own. 

“You don't have to feed them; 
they photosynthesize,” said the 
marine biologist, who is spear- 
heading a move to restore natu- 
ral clam population in Philip- 
pine waters through seeding. 

But it might take some time 
before results would be seen, 
she admitted. 

“In Bolinao, where we have 
thousands of clams, we've been 
waiting for recruits (baby and 
juvenile clams) for 20 years. Its 
just now that we're seeing 
some. Its difficult to start look- 
ing for them; it's like looking for 
a needle in a haystack,” Licua- 
nan said. 

“But this is a good start,” she 
added

Atienza: Let folks share in mine wealth

BAGUIO CITY—THE ONLY WAY TO 
erase the antimining sentiments of 
the people is to make them happy and 
this could be done by letting them 
share in the mining wealth of their 
communities now that the country 
has a robust mining industry Envi- 
ronment Secretary Lito Atienza said 
on Friday. 

Speaking at the close of the 54th 
annual mine safety and environment. 
conference here, Atienza said Mala- 
cañang supported a House measure 
that would allow local governments 
to retain a share of the taxes paid by 
mining firms, 

‘The proposal would compel mining 
‘companies to pay their taxes in the 


towns that host their operations, and 
not in Makati City where most of the 
firms have their head offices. 

‘Atienza said that even without the 
measure, he could compel the mining 
companies to pay their taxes to the lo- 
cal governments to prove to their citi- 
zens that doing business with mines is 
profitable for them, 

He said the 1991 Local Govern- 
ment Code grants local governments 
this privilege, and vowed “to go to 
jail,” if eis challenged. 

Hie said the Department of Environ- 
ment and Natural Resources is also 
addressing royalty disputes that have 
cropped up between old mining 
firms, American families that owned 
old patents to lands, and the indige- 
nous residents of mine sites that now 
want a share of the profits. 


The Ibaloi community has been 
urging some Benguet mines to review 
their patents now that the indigenous 
peoples right to their ancestral lands 
has been strengthened by the Consti- 
tution and the 1997 Indigenous Peo- 
ples Rights Act. 

The most controversial royalty dis- 
pute to reach the DENR is that be- 
tween Lepanto Consolidated Mining 
Corp. and the heirs of American John 
Gaffney, Government arbiters grant- 
ed the Gaffneys' claim to P850 million 
їп royalties but the firm is contesting 
the decision due to questions sur- 
rounding the claims. 

Atienza told mining executives he 
was instructed by President Macapagal- 
Arroyo to promote mining when she ap- 
pointed him environment secretary. 

"The future of our economy will 


definitely have a good use for the 
mining industry, and the President's 
vision has a key part for the industry 
Kailangan natin gawin ang tama (We 
need to do what is right)," he said. 

"The conference highlighted the re- 
vitalization of mines that had either 
slowed their operations or shut them 
down completely because of the past 
slump in the world metals trade, 

Getting local government backing 
will be crucial to cleansing the indus- 
try's public image, Atienza said. 

“We will get the support of the local 
government units once they share in 
the benefits of mining. This is clear in 
the Constitution and in the Local Gov- 
ernment Code. The share of local gov- 
ernments must be released automati- 
cally to them without benefit of addi- 
tional legislation,” he said. 


"The physical toll is affecting 
the stamina of some individuals,” 
Palma said, “But this has not di- 
minished their determination to 
push on to Malacafiang.” 

The march is expected to end

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OFWs, other 
workers getting 
short shrift, 
says watchdog

THE GOVERNMENT MUST IMPLEMENT 
ап effective social protection mechanism 
for overseas Filipino workers and for the 
growing number of workers in the informal 
economy who belong to the most vulnera- 
ble household groups, an international 
watchdog said yesterday. 

Social Watch, a Uruguay-based coalition of 
nongovernment organizations that monitors 
international commitments on poverty eradi- 
cation and equality, said OFWs and informal 
‘workers contribute much to the Philippine 
economy but enjoy few benefits. 

“Remittances by the OFWs serve as social 
insurance for their families, shielding them 
from environmental risks but, ironically, they 
до not get the needed social protection while 
‘working abroad and when they eventually 
come back,” said professor Leonor Magtolis 
Briones, co-convenor of Social Watch Philip- 
pines at a recent press conference in Quezon 
City. 

Social Watch released its global report sev- 
eral days ago, to coincide with the conclusion 
ofthe National Consultation on Financing for 
Development that was attended by civil soci- 
ety groups and discussed the status of the 
country's programs to meet the United Na- 
tions Millennium Development Goals. 

The report on the Philippines, which re- 
viewed the social mechanisms in the country, 
said government programs hardly addressed 
the needs of the most vulnerable household 
groups among the poor, including the grow- 
ing number of workers in the informal eco- 
nomic sector. 

Briones said OFWs get some form of insur- 
ance coverage from the expanded PhilHealth 
program and their voluntary enrollment in 
the Social Security System. 

Assistance from the Overseas Workers 
Welfare Administration (Owwa), however, 
which is primarily expected by OFWs and 
their families, "has been too little and too se- 
lective, leaving most OFWs virtually unpro- 
tected.”

HO'S AFRAID OF THE SENATE? AT THE RATE 
Ws officials are perceived to be snubbing its 
more controversial hearings, the question seems 
almost quaint, as though the upper chamber were a mere. 
irrelevancy. This is unfortunate, because the Senate's in- 
dependence has traditionally been a strong line of de- 
fense against an overaggressive Executive. And because, 
as the blue ribbon committee hearings 
EDITORIAL оп “juetenggate” in 2000 prove for ай 
time, the exercise of its constitutional 

power to investigate can change history. 

Much of the blame for the sorry state of affairs must be 
laid at the door of the Executive, with its barely concealed 
disdain for the independent but ineffectual cities of the 
Senate and for the accommodating, easily bought sub- 
urbs of the House of Representatives. 

But the Senate has itself to blame too, for the irre- 
deemably partisan nature of some of its hearings and, 
above all, for its tentativeness in defending its institution- 
alhonor. 

Nobody wants to be invited to a beheading. All too 
often, the Senate abuses its power to investigate in aid of 
legislation. We do not mean merely the uncomfortable 
spectacle of personal abuse, when unsympathetic sena- 
tors cast politically motivated aspersions on resource per- 
sons they have themselves invited. (To be sure, this prac- 
tice, where prosecutors morph into judges, undermines 
public confidence in the Senate as a whole.) We also 
mean senators using the hearings not to raise questions 
but to seed the ground with their own answers. 

Most recently, for example, Sen. Panfilo Lacson used 
the second hearing on the alleged Palace bribery to con- 
nect the disbursement of cash gifts in Malacafiang to ап 
influential businessman with political connections. That 
is, he tried to, but when the witnesses, including the gov- 
ernor of Bulacan, could not oblige him, he went right out 
and did the connecting himself. He had inside informa- 
tion, he said, from sources in the Department of Budget 
and Management. 

That “disclosure” landed him in the headlines, some- 
thing that would not have happened if he had said so out- 
side the hearing. But that, of course, was precisely the 
point. He used the hearing (carried on radio and cable 
television, naturally) to “make his case,” with the wit- 
nesses who dared to make it to the Senate as unwitting 
props. That he promptly unmade his case the very next 
day, by saying that the businessman whose name he coyly 
insinuated into the public record may have been more 
victim than suspect, only illustrates the nature of the 
stunthe pulled. 

Unfortunately for the Senate, more and more people 
see through this, and do not want to be party to a lynch- 
ing. 

The Senate must call the Executive's bluff. The case 
of Secretary Romulo Neri has dragged on long enough, 
but after telegraphing its resolve to cite the former eco- 
nomic planning secretary for contempt if necessary, the 
Senate lost its nerve. Now it has merely requested Neri to 
explain why a citation for contempt shouldn't be dropped 
on his head. 

We realize this step is merely procedural, and would 
strengthen the Senate's hand in case the controversy 
reaches the Supreme Court. But the chamber’s inordinate 
caution, urged at the instance of senators like Joker Ar- 
royo, is itself the problem. 

We do not understand why the Senate must wait for а 
high court decision before advancing its own understand- 
ing of the landmark ruling on Executive Order 464. Let it 
cite an erring Executive official for contempt, and then 
wait for that official, if he is so minded, to file for relief 
with the Supreme Court. In other words, the burden of 
running to the courts lies with the Executive. To everyone 
except the lawyers who counsel Malacafiang, the param- 
eters laid down by the EO 464 ruling are clear We 
wouldn't know it from its tentativeness, but that clarity 
favors the Senate. 

As to the argument that possibly precipitate action 
might cost the Senate a legal victory, we can only sa 
Why, what does it cost the Senate now, to hold hearing 
after hearing, and receive one lame excuse after another 
from officials of the Executive? It's time to force the is- 
sue, 
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SAVE ONLY FOR THE JAPANESE OCCUPA- 
tion government that was imposed upon us not 
by our own countrymen but by a foreign invad- 
ет, the most oppressive regime established in 
the Philippines after the Revolution of 1896 
was the Marcos despotism that bled the nation 
white with the avarice of is rulers. 

Next only to that evil period is the present 
administration of Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo 
that has deliberately foisted upon us a calamity 
envenomed by unprecedented and insolent 
corruption that we have tolerantly chosen not 
to prevent, rectify or penalize. 

The first Philippine Republic had little expe- 
rience in actual government because of the 
‘American invasion. The administration of the 
governor-generals was on the whole honest 
and hopefully exemplary. During the Com- 
monwealth era and in the early years of the 
present Republic, rumors of corruption were 
merely whispered and comparatively minor. 

After the Marcos rapine, succeeding admin- 
istrations under Cory Aquino, Fidel Ramos and 
even the disreputable Joseph Estrada, the 
Complaints against governmental venality 
‘were not as indignant and demanding as they 
are now.

When Estrada was ousted by direct action of 
Edsa 2, there was a widespread feeling of relief 
and a sense of confidence in Vice President 
Gloria Macapagal-Arroyo as his constitutional 
replacement. Although her public record then 
was not eminently encouraging, she was at 
least reputedly honest, let alone her impres- 
sive academic credentials 

The first suspicions about her credibility be- 
gan when she promised in 2003 that she would 
not run for the presidency, which she was then

Insofar as we do 
bad, we help perpetuate the reign of Satan. 
Are you an agent of Christ, or an agent of the 
evil one? 

How will it be when you and I will face 
Christ the King someday?

FORMER SOCIOECONOMIC PLANNING SECRE- 
tary Romulo L. Neri snubbed the Senate hearing 
held last week on the controversial $329-million 
national broadband network (NBN) project. In 
lieu of his personal appearance, Executive Secre- 
tary Eduardo Ermita sent a letter to the Senate 
Blue Ribbon Committee, justifying Nerf's absence 
ona nebulous claim of executive privilege. 

Let the Court decide. Earlier, Neri boldly testi- 
fied before the Committee that resigned Commis- 
sion on Elections Chair Benjamin Abalos offered 
him a bribe of P200 million. "Sec, may 200 ka ri- 
to,” Abalos allegedly whispered to him. When 
questioned on President Macapagal-Arroyo's in- 
volvement, he clammed up, asserting executive 
privilege 

"Bring the case to the Supreme Court," sneered 
Presidential Legal Counsel Sergio Apostol. By 
daring the Senate to sue, Apostol probably calcu- 
lated that the risk of a Supreme Court defeat 
would be less damaging to GMA than a media. 
feast on Neri's expectedly damning revelations. 

‘What chance of victory does Malacafiang have in 
the Supreme Court? To answer that question, there 
isa need to review the requirements for the proper 
invocation of executive privilege, per the decisions 
ofthe Court, especially the latest one, "Senate vs Er- 
mita,” (April 20, 2006) ably written by Justice Con- 
chita Carpio Morales. 1 will discuss the parameters 
born of Philippine jurisprudence, and no longer the 
United States cases that Dean Raul C. Pangalangan 
already deftly analyzed in his last column. 

Congressional right to information. First, 
Congress—in aid of legislation—has а constitu- 
tional right to obtain information from the Exec- 
tive Branch. On the other hand, executive offi- 
cials—especially Cabinet members—have the 
corollary duty to provide the legislature with in- 
formation to enable it to perform its law-making 
function wisely. Hence, the congressional power 
ofinquiryis as extensive as the power to legislate. 
Legislative investigations must always be con- 
ducted in accordance with duly published rules of

THAIS CELEBRATED YESTERDAY “LOY KRA- 
thong," the Festival of Lights, during which Thais. 
head off for rivers, canals, lakes or any body of 
water to lay down floating disks filled with can- 
Фев and flowers supposedly to let all the bad luck 
ofthe past year float away, to be replaced by good 
fortune. 

Our group of Filipino journalists had the “bad 
luck" of arriving in Bangkok about a weck early 
for "Loy Krathong," but we, too had a chance to 
observe the feast, thanks to our friends from the 
Siam Cement Group, under whose auspices we 
had visited their country. 

On arrival in Bangkok, we hurriedly dropped 
off our bags at the Pathumwan Princess which 
strategically has a corridor leading out of the ho- 
tel direct to МВК, a six-story shopping center 
known for its dizzying array of goods and very 
competitive prices, for just one-and-half-hour's 
worth of frantic shopping. Then we were bused to 
River City, where we were to board a river boat 
for a dinner cruise and some entertainment. 

Later that evening, fortified by a Thai buffet 
and dazzling traditional Thai dances, our hosts 
introduced "Loy Krathong" to us, instructing us 
that we were to light the candle and sparklers, set 
into the disk of banana stalks and surrounded by 
flowers, after which a boat hand would scoop our 
lit "krathongs" and lower them into the waters of 
the Chao Phraya River. 

Tm told that during "Loy (meaning, to float) 
Krathong," the Chao Phraya makes for a lovely 
sight, as thousands of candles float downriver, car- 
ying the wishes, prayers and vows of contrition of 
the people. After I watched my own personal 
"krathong" float away a fellow journalist teasingly 
asked what else was there 1 had to wish for. "T 
wished that [would see my grandchildren soon," I 
informed him, though given my children's states of 
the heart, “soon” might take longer than I wish 
EVERYWHERE we went, there were unmistak- 
able signs of Thailand's booming tourism in- 
dustry, long the envy of its neighbors. Philip- 
pine tourism authorities are rightly proud of 
the country’s breaking the one million mark as 
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procedure, and respect the constitutional rights 
of witnesses or resource persons. 

Second, the President may withhold informa 
tion that falls under any of these three categories: 
(1) state secrets “of such nature that (their) disclo- 
sure would subvert crucial military or diplomatic 
objectives"; (2) informers privilege, or “the identi- 
ty of persons who furnish information on viola- 
tions of law to officers charged with the enforce- 
ment of that law"; and (3) "generic privilege for in- 
ternal deliberations ... by which governmental de- 
cisions and policies are formulated,” for example, 
discussions during closed door Cabinet meetings. 

Public interest is paramount. Third, disclo- 
sure is the rule and secrecy is the exception. It is 
not enough that the claim for exemption falls 
among the aforesaid categories; it must be as- 
sessed "in the context it is made" that is, it must 
demonstrate the superiority of the public interest 
that would be served by the grant of the privilege. 

Fourth, “in light of the highly exceptional na- 
ture of the privilege,” only the President of the 
Philippines may personally avail of it. “She may 
of course authorize the Executive Secretary to in- 
voke the privilege on her behalf, in which case the 
Executive Secretary must state that the authority 
is Ву order of the President’ which means that he 
personally consulted with her." 

Fifth, executive privilege refers to categories of 
information, not of officials. The privilege сап ex- 
tend to anyone who knows the secret informa- 
tion. Thus, the testimony of a waiter who served 
snacks and heard secrets during a closed-door 
Cabinet meeting may be given the privilege. 


Sixth, the legislative invitation or subpoena 
should indicate the general nature of the inquiry, 
the possible questions to be asked and the pro- 
posed legislation. Similarly, an exemption re- 
quest, signed by the President or the executive 
secretary as above described, must state the facts 
and the reasons why the desired information 
should be restricted. The justification should con- 
tain sufficient details to enable Congress to de- 
cide prudently whether to grant the request for 
secrecy. In case of dispute, the Supreme Court 
shall judge the validity of the claim. 

On the basis of these parameters, it is quite 
clear that the Palace has not justified its bravado 
for secrecy. It has not explained what superior 
public interest would be served by the suppres- 
sion of Ners testimony. Neither has it gone 
through the process required for the invocation 
of the privilege. 

Palace strategy. I am confident that, if this claim 
of secrecy in the NBN scandal reaches its dockets, 
the Supreme Court will decide it promptly and pru- 
dently as it did "Senate vs Ermita." Sad to say, howe 
ver, that despite the speed and wisdom by which 
that earlier case had been ruled upon, the legisla- 
tive inquiries that ignited it: (1) "the so-called fertil- 
izer scam" involving JocJoc Bolante; (2) “the 
NorthRail investigation"; (3) the "Hello Garci” fias- 
со; and (4) “the Venable contract” remain in limbo, 
still awaiting definitive Senate action. 

To avoid messy problems, it seems the Palace 
strategy is simply to muddle issues, delay their 
resolution, divert public attention to new scan- 
dals, and tiptoe from crisis to crisis; never mind 
the erosion of public confidence, never mind pub- 
lic opinion, and damn the public treasury. 

So far, the strategy has worked. There has been 
no sufficient public outrage. Not enough anyway 
to rattle and shoo away GMA. Kawawa naman 
tayong mga Pinay!

far as tourism arrivals go. But that's still quite 
а distance from Thailand's annual 12 million 
tourists, many of them from the United States 
and Europe, though we also spotted a number 
of Chinese and even Russians. 

Those of us who were visiting Thailand for 
the first time wanted to know what was Thai- 
land's “secret.” After all, it is, like the Philip- 
pines, warm and muggy, if not raining, for 
much of the year. Bangkok is still seized by hor- 
тїйс traffic jams at all times of the day. And 
when it's raining, the streets likewise fill up 
with water. But the tourists keep arriving—even 
if Thais have to struggle with their English. At 
the year-old Suvarnabhumi Airport, the infor- 
mation boards were lit up by announcements of 
arrivals and departures of hundreds of flights 
from all parts of the world. Clearly, Thailand's 
open skies policy is paying off. 

Well, for one thing, Thais seem to have the 

tourism “game” all figured out. While there are 
tourist police who take special care to prevent 
petty crimes, there's little to worry about as 
Bangkok boasts a very low 3 percent street crime 
rate. And even as we boast of Filipino “hospitali- 
ty" the Thais have their own unique gentleness 
and good humor to see them through. 
A PRIME example of Thailand's careful planning, 
not just to lure tourists but to keep them enter- 
tained, was the evening we spent at “Siam Ni- 
ramit,” or "Magical Siam." 

"Siam Niramit" is a stage presentation that 
brings the audience back to the ancient kingdoms 
of Siam (which became Thailand only after the 
War), and thence to the realm of myth and folk 
festivals. This it does through the magic of special 


effects (flying Buddhist “angels,” a river onstage, 
alive elephant and even goats) and the energetic 
performances of a cast of 150 actors, dancers, 
musicians and even a comedian or two. 

Before the show, guests are treated to a buffet 
dinner and then to a showcase of traditional Thai 
life, though on the evening we were there, the 
rains prevented us from visiting the live tableaus. 

Asifthe two-hour show wasn't enough, as we ex- 
ited the theater, we found costumed dancers and 
acrobats, elephants and other animal life, ready for 
photo ops. Even if one has just a day to spend in 
‘Bangkok, a visit to “Siam Niramit" is enough of an 
introduction to this amazing country. 

ОР COURSE, no account of a visit to Thailand 
would be complete without mentioning the 
food. 

On our first dinner aboard the riverboat, the 
buffet featured traditional Thai dishes; and 
Aemrudee, who is with SCG's corporate affairs 
group, insisted we all try the fish cakes 
wrapped in banana leaves. Later, during 
dessert, an SCG official urged us all to try the 
ice cream made from young coconut, so light 
and refreshing a treat after the spicy fare! 

‘The next day, over lunch at the SCG Guest 
House, under the benevolent eye of King Rama 
VI, founder of SCG, we were treated to a Chi- 
nese lauriat that featured, among other treats, 
Peking Duck and noodle soup that came in 
bowls, each with its own mini-burner. During 
lunch at the Wangsala Complex outside the city 
the next day, Aemrudee proudly presented us 
with durian, which, she said, is not in season 
and so was rather expensive at this time of the 
year. We took it with sticky rice and coconut 
cream, a most delicious, calorific dessert! 

For our final dinner, our guide brought us to 
the top of the tallest building in Thailand, the 
Baiyoke Tower, opened in 1998, with a restau- 
rant (on the 78th floor) that offers a fantastic 
Asian Buffet. After dinner, we took a “secret” 
ride on the service elevator to the 84th floor to 
an open-air revolving deck that affords one the 
best views of Bangkok at night. 


Ignoring the storm 


THE MOST RECENT G7 FINANCE MINISTERS’ 
meeting in October was an utter failure. The only 
thing that they agreed on was to admonish China 
to revalue its currency. The yuan's value, while 
important, is not the central question facing the 
world economy today. The real immediate prob- 
Jem concerns what is happening and what will 
happen to the dollar. But the real issue for pros- 
perity concerns the foundations of the global fi- 
nancial system. 

How low will the dollar go? How can we undo 
the imbalances of economies—China, followed far 
behind by Europe—exporting massively to the 
United States or to the dollar zone? Will the US 
mortgage market, which is expected to become 
even more difficult in 2008, subside into calm af- 
terwards, or will it contaminate the whole interna- 
tional financial system? Is there a risk that rising 
oil prices—already reaching all-time highs—will 
cause farther debt defaults worldwide? The spate 
of earning reports from America's biggest banks 
suggests that there are real worries here. 

"The condition of the world economy nowadays 
is very strange, There are no great shocks but vari- 
ous declines and crises. Central bankers try to 
soothe and reassure, but they are not very convinc- 
ing. Governments are silent, acting more or less as 
if nothing important is happening. And, according 
to many economists, commentators and journal- 
ists, today's worries are temporary, solvable diffi- 
culties. There is no general crisis on the horizon. 

I disagree. I believe that we have entered a pe- 
riod of weakening across the different parts of the 
global economic system, and that this may lead to 
а global recession. This weakening calls for a 
strong international public response, including 
tighter regulation, if we are to avoid such a crisis. 

Why does the world economy look so flimsy? 
First, the way capitalism operates nowadays has 
changed mightily from just 30 vears ago. In de- 
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veloped countries from 1945 to 1975, capitalism 
brought rapid growth, an average of 5 percent 
per year for long periods. Of course, it was subject 
to ups and downs, but it was not subject to finan- 
cial crises of the type that we see regularly today. 
Moreover, capitalism in the post-World War П 
decades maintained full employment, with un- 
employment often hovering around 2 percent in 
Europe, North America and Japan. Job insecurity 
back then was mostly unknown and mass poverty 
had disappeared. 

‘The keys to that period of growth and happi- 
ness were a strong social welfare system and 
mainly Keynesian domestic and foreign economic 
policies in all the world's big states. Above all, ev- 
ery developed economy pursued policies de- 
signed to provide high wages, which would guar- 
antee high consumption and thus rapid growth. 
Shareholders used to put up with relatively mea- 
ger dividends compared to today. 

Thirty years on, shareholders have broken 
definitively with this system. Pension, investment 
and hedge funds have taken the lead in this revo- 
lution. In all developed economies, profits have 
leaped spectacularly in the past 25 years, by be- 
tween 8 percent and 10 percent of СОР But 
wages and social security revenues have suffered 
an equivalent cut. 

As a result, growth has weak underpinnings. 
Everywhere, labor is becoming insecure and mass 
poverty has reappeared in developed countries. 


‘As economic deregulation increased, financial 
crises began erupting: since 1990, there have 
been three distinct crises in Latin America, one 
each in Russia and Asia, the Internet bubble and 
now the sub-prime crisis. 

Second, over the past six to seven years, strong 
GDP growth in the United States and the United 
Kingdom has been offset by staggering debt. The 
United States now borrows $2 billion a day, 95 
percent of it from Asia and 45 percent from Chi- 
na's central bank. America's total debt exceeds 
$39 trillion, or roughly 3.5 times the US СОР 

This situation will remain manageable only if 
ой prices stop increasing. And yet, the opposite is 
more likely, with domestic inflation—a danger 
aggravated by central banks’ loosening of money 
supply to help commercial banks—bringing the 
threat of higher interest rates. 

Finally, while assets nowadays are much more 
liquid, this fact has not boosted long-term pro- 
ductive investment. Instead, the profitable carv- 
ing up of healthy companies has freed up capital 
to flow to intangible assets, houses and other 
forms of real estate, fueling a speculative crisis. In 
short, the global economy—replere with get-rich- 
quick schemes, overpaid bosses and corporate 
fraud—has lost its moral bearings. 

We cannot let those dangerous trends continue 
unchecked. We are obviously sailing toward the 
rocks, and the whole developed world should be 
concerned. There is an urgent need for a global 
conference—a Bretton Woods Ito adopt strict 
rules to contain today's wayward financial mar- 
kets. Unfortunately, as the most recent G7 meet- 
ing showed, the world's major governments are 
not yet ready to аст. Project Syndicate

ONCE UPON A TIME, THERE WAS A GIRL, BORN IN THE 
Philippines, raised in America, during the time when a Dicta- 
tor and his Iron Butterfly ruled the 7,000 islands that formed 
the pearl of the orient. It was a time of chaos and fear, but it 
was a grand time: of kalamansi juice in cans, of a people 
called "dogeaters" who danced while a nation fell to ruins, of 
millionaires and beauty queens and rebels whose hearts beat. 
and burn for fair ——— — — — — a —— 
maidens. 

Most stories, the 
ones that ‘have 
heroes and heroines 
and end with happi- 
ly ever after, begin 
опе way, and only 
опе. And so lets be- 
gin with that, with a 
Once upon a time. Once upon a time there was a girl, and her 
name was Rio. Or maybe that's wrong, and this is the way it 
should be—Once upon a time, there was a girl, and her 
name was Jessica. 

The book "Dogeaters" was written by Filipino-American 
Jessica Hagedorn and brought pride to many Filipinos as one 
of the first Filipino novels to be nominated for the American 
National Book Award. The New York Times call it “a fast, fre- 
quently hair-raising first novel, full of images and fantasies 

that maps the ruin at the heart of Filipino society in the 
last four decades.” Entertainment Weekly claims that “no 
nonfiction book is likely to capture the cultural psychosis of 
the Philippines nearly as well as this exceptional novel about 
growing up there." It deserves, according to the Orlando 
Sentinel, “undivided attention," and is what the San Jose 
Mercury News calls “the best novel available about the vi- 
brant, bewildering Philippines.” 

The book tells the story of Rio, a young writer who comes 
home to her estranged father in 1982 to witness her grand- 
mother’s funeral, and is assaulted by a Philippines straight 
out of a clown's methane-induced nightmare. It is both very 
easy and very difficult to summarize the story, perhaps be- 
cause its not a story, in the traditional sense, simply scenes 
and dialogues tied up and interspersed with radio excerpts, 
live shows and fishnet stockings. 

‘The play version of "Dogeaters," produced by Atlantis pro- 
ductions, was finally premiered in Manila for the first time last 
week in Makatis RCBC theater. There are over 40 charac- 
ters—the 16 actors playing at least two roles. Running for 
three weekends, the play, as with the book, flips from skit to 
skit, tied together by a pair of talk show hosts, “the ever-lovely 
and everlasting” Nestor Norales and Barbara Villanueva 
Nestor a veritable Johnny Litton, is played by a glib Leo Rialp, 
slick from the tiniest strand of his brown toupee to the tips of 
his shiny shoes. To Nestor, and the frozen-faced, perpetually 
grinning Barbara—perfectly played by Ana Abad Santos—all 
the world is a stage, and every event a fodder for ratings. 

The strength of their performances makes the Rio as-nar- 
rator character seem all the more irrelevant, although one of 
the actors claim itis a necessary role, as Rio is Jessica's alter 
ego. Rio's scenes are strong only in as much as the characters 
she is playing against. It is a weakness that is evident in most 
of the play, not just with Rio played by Teresa Herrera—but 
also with characters who are swamped by the presence of 
other players. Jenny Jamora, who takes on the role o'a 
beauty queen pregnant by her NPA lover, is competent at 
times, but itis during parts of her performance that the audi- 
ence cringes—some even break out in muffled giggles. 
Raped, tortured and left in the middle of a miscarriage, she 
cries out in agony, then looks down at herself and in the mid- 
dle of cursing, screams, “I'm hemorrhaging.” Then in the 
end, after she takes to the hills, she looks far away and says, 
"My love...for my country...burns...in me." Or something to 
that effect. It is one of the few times that the play skirts into 
cliché and doesn’t pull it off. 

Jon Santos, who plays, among other roles, an acerbic drag 
queen who locks up toilet paper in her bar because "I can't 
help if Filipinos steal!” is nothing short of brilliant, His char- 
acter, Perlita Alacran, leaps off the stage, both literally and fig- 
uratively. He—or she—is everyone's mother, taking lost 
youngsters under her sequined wings, slapping her charges 
with a blue-and-white fan while handing them bowls of 
cheese curls. The only other character who can share a stage 
with Perlita without sinking into the shadows—is Andoy 
Ranay, who plays both Perlia's equally gay gossipy best friend 
Chiquiting, who is also Imelda's hairdresser and plays Imelda 
Marcos herself in two interviews with the fawning Barbara 
Villanueva. Ranay, regal in a peacock blue, crystal-studded 
terno, is exactly as Hagedorn described Madame in the book: 
“Totally without guile and meaning every word the second 
she utters it.” Asked about the recent winner of the Miss 
Philippines pageant, Andoy-as-Imelda smiles and nods, and 
says that it is good that finally, а real Filipina beauty has been. 
recognized. The Filipinos, she says, have always admired one 
kind of beauty. “White skin, pointy nose, tall...like me.” And 
then a small laugh, a shrug, and a demure smile to the audi- 
ence. 

Michael de Mesa plays both Rio's father and Chuchi 
Alacran—Manila’s richest man, owner of TruCola and 
known as the King of Coconuts, “richer even than the Presi- 
dent." De Mesa's portrayal of Rio's father is not particularly 
memorable, but as Alacran, striding across an imaginary golf 
course or forcing a pom star between his legs, he is the im- 
age of impunity and arrogance, charming and ruthless, а 
man who believes thatthe trouble with Filipinos is that “they 
take everything personally.” 

There are many more notable performances: Joel Torre as 
the activist Senator Avila and the depraved pimp known only 
as Uncle—who knew he has such great legs? Chari Aresco- 
pachaga as Rio's cousin Pucha and as the hopeful virgin Tri- 
ni, Lao Rodriguez as Romeo Rosales, the waiter with movie 
star dreams. Jerald Napoles as the rebel Santos and movie 
star Tito. Che Ramos as seductive porn star Lolita Luna. But 
perhaps one of the most powerful performances comes from 
someone whose stage time must be the least among the play- 
ers. Gina Alajar, who plays wife to the corrupt General Ledes- 
ma (played to the hilt by Rez Cortez) shoots the play into the 
stratosphere with a performance that crawls into the skin 
and rips into the imagination. 

There is no doubt that the acting was incredible, Directed 
by Bobby Garcia, "Dogeaters" isa psychedelic dance into the 
Filipino culture, all wild color and rough sex and the raging 
passions simmering just under the skin. That was the story of 
the Filipino, once upon a time, But we've seen it all before, 
the skits and stories are in the everyday news, on the pages 
of society magazines and leftist publications, not from 25 
years ago, but yesterday, 10 minutes ago, now. 

‘As Rio says, “Everything is so different, but nothing has 
changed.”

Language and power relations 


OWER RELATIONS ARE PRESENT WHEN AT LEAST TWO PEOPLE MEET, ACCORDING TO JUAN 
Luis Conde, a Spanish philologist. The relationship may be between a parent and a child, a man and 
a woman, or an employer and an employee. It can be among friends or members of a group. 
‘onde says language mediates between power and subordination. Power, he says, is an imbalance, 
which can be obvious as in a master-slave relationship, or subtle when the subordinate is unaware of his or 


her position of disadvantage. 


In the relationship, one of the parties imposes on the other party a particular interpretation of the world

S THE ENGLISH PHILOSO- 

pher J. L. Austin reminds 

us, we use words not only 
to make true or false judgements, 
but also to make things. 

Through greetings, insults, counsel, 
promises, threats, seduction, profes- 
sions of love, declarations of war, and a 
thousand things more, with and 
through words we make and unmake 
relationships 

The spoken language is a basic in- 
strument to build linkages; the very fab- 
ric of interpersonal life whether these 
are sentimental, industrial, or genera- 
tional. 

Thave increasingly been devoting my 
time to observe and to study a certain 
aspect of this relationship: How lan- 
guage mediates between power and 
subordination. 

Itwould be a grave error to think that 
this is confined to the “political” realm 
alone—one that extends itself only 
throughout the state-citizens continu- 
um. It is also true for relationships be- 
tween and among parent and child, 
spouses, employer and employee, chil- 
dren and friends. 

All maintain a power relationship of 
some sort. Indeed, conjugal relation- 
ships are not alien to this. Power rela- 
tionships are present wherever two or 
more human beings are gathered. 


Imbalance 

Power is an imbalance, which may be 
brutal and manifest (a master-slave one 
isvery similar to that between the shep- 
herd and the flock) or subtle and latent 
in which the subordinate is unaware of 
his position of disadvantage. This is the 
case of one who is a subject to the domi- 
nant norm of a language as Piere Bour- 
diew has described. A form of complici- 
ty which is neither passive submissive- 
ness to external coercion nor free ad- 
herence to values. 

Recently, my attention has been 
drawn to a phenomenon which charac- 
terizes our current modern societies. 
‘The advent of democracies has come 
hand in hand with an attempt to change 
the perception of power relations and 
to substitute, whenever and wherever 
possible, overt and abrasive versions of 
these with one that is covert and subtle. 

То this effect, the analysis of the use 
of language is a vantage point, since 
one of the essential aspects of the im- 
balance is that in which one of the par- 
ties unilaterally claims for itself the 
right to impose on the other a particular 
representation or interpretation of the 
‘world and, given the chance, to use it to 
his or her advantage. 

The dyads I have selected are quite 
close to me and to you—relationships 
between physicians and patients, em- 
ployers and employees, and sellers and 
buyers. 


‘Advertising that thinks for you 

Have you ever wondered why Coke 
ads were once punctuated with the 
statement “Send a love message to a 
stranger ... Coca Cola” 

Where did that come from? Why 
would Coca Cola tell us a thing like 
that? Does falling in love make you 
thirsty? What do drinks and sending 
messages to strangers have in com- 
mon? 

No matter how many ways you ap- 
proach this, the only answer you will ar- 
rive at is, Nothing! The only explana- 
tion to this and similar ads may be 
found in the so-called communication 
ladder, which analyses the messages of 
each brand. The communication ladder 
may be compared with Jacob's Ladder 
as it moves from the concrete to the ab- 
stract, from the tangible to the intangi 
ble, from the mundane to the heavenly. 

The first step of the ladder is occu- 
pied by the “name.” Here we may find 
the unknown brands aspiring to earn 
market awareness. At the second eche- 
lons we find the "utility" or "benefit" 
that the brand provides together as well 
as the "tribe," the market segment it is 
addressed to, 

‘The latter is the most sought after by 
the more fashionable brands. And thus 
we also advance intellectually upward 
in the communication tone, until we 
make it to the top. 

‘At second to the topmost level, we

and uses it to his or her advantage. 

Conde looks into this kind of relationship between employers and employees, doctors and patients, and 
sellers and buyers in a paper on "Power and Power Relations." 
lack of space, “Talk of the Town” is featuring only the relationship between sellers and buyers—how 
sellers use advertising to make certain brands espouse a viewpoint, and tell buyers what is right and wrong 
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and what is desirable and undesirable. In short, advertising that thinks for the consumer so that he or she

find the "role." What is the brand's role 
in a person's life? This is on some occa- 
sions significantly skewed. 

This level is best exemplified by the 
products of the tobacco industry. Their 
“value” is not clear at all and they have 
to cling to the rather obscure value of 
taste. 

At the top of the communication lad- 
der is the “social value” associated with 
the brand. Yes, some brands representa 
social value, whatever that may mean. 

‘As you must have concluded, the bet- 
ter-established brands may be found in 
the higher echelons of the ladder, while 
those less known or of a less glorious 
past have to settle for the lower levels. 


‘Tempting world 

Obviously, the communication tra- 
Jectory of Coca Cola is among the more 
{influential ones in the world. Sufficient 
to say that Santa Claus is dressed in red 
today due to the omnipresent beverage. 
Thus, Coke is no longer satisfied with 
selling a taste, or the ability to quench 
thirst. It is an invitation to a more 
tempting world, the boundless world of 
imagination, surprise and adventure. 
This converts the brand into the entity 
in charge of interpreting the world for 
us, making us the weak end of a typical 
power relationship. 

Because we can’t ignore these in- 
structions from Big Brother that per- 
meate our minds through powerful 
means of dissemination, it is not diffi- 
cult to remember the messages of oth- 
ег brands, which have also reached 
the social-value level of the communi- 
cation ladder. 

Another example is Nike. Its slogan 
"Just do it" is presented worldwide in a 
global English that needs no transla- 


Чоп. It ís assumed that it is simple 
enough to be understood by all. Neither 
the end-user nor the seller would settle 
for less. But like in the case of an in- 
creasing number of titles of Hollywood 
productions or job titles, ad lines are be- 
ing translated less and less. 


English adds prestige 

Thus, itis not only the product that is 
being advertised, but also the very lan- 
guage used to advertise. The English 
language adds prestige to the product 
endorsed and its endorsement in En- 
glish adds to the value of the English 
language. 

This is the case of awardees being 
honored by the awards they receive and 
the awards being honored by the 
awardees who receive them in what 
would appear to be an endless feedback 
cycle of mutual reinforcement. 

In this subtly induced fashion, 
rather than English being “accessible” 
to all, it becomes “imperative” to all. 
The same may be said of the type of 
morality being promoted by the ad- 
vertisement. 

Does ‘Just do it" speak about sports 
apparel, shoes or of the stars who en- 
dorse Nike products? Most definitely 
not. The line evokes the kind of instruc- 
tions that personal coaches repeat to 
the amateur sportsman they are train- 
ing and who is not fully convinced of his 
own potential. The coaches and train 
ers use that very same line to induce the 
client to do it. 

While Nike's natural sphere of influ- 
ence is in sports, the ad line goes far be- 
yond it. It is a battle cry to go beyond 
your known limits. “You can do it if 
you've got what it takes. If there is a 
will, there isa way" 


tterpret the world" for consumers. 
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In this, like in similar cases, the Jan- 
guage used’ by advertisers becomes ће 
public address system of certain ideolo- 
gies. It does not require much imagina- 
tion to connect ‘Just do it” with the Amer- 
ican dream—the land of opportunity 
where everything is possible if you just 
tryhard enough. That isthe ideology that 
is being sold together with the pair of 
rubber shoes. Before you know it, it has 
taken control of you. 

But come on! Let's be serious. Will Just 
doit" make a rural Congolese win a medal 
in the next Winter Olympics or allow а 
blind person to drive a Formula 1 car? 


"Impossible is nothing" 

Nike has met its match in Adidas in 
the advertising world when the latter 
claims “Impossible is nothing.” The 
message is in essence the same as that 
of Nike. It can also be encapsulated in 
“ifthere'’s a will, there's a way.” It is only 
а matter of degree. The only difference 
resides in the tone of the voice in which 
the lines are read. 

There is no longer a proximate and 
encouraging voice of a coach. Instead, 
it is conveyed by a timeless and wis- 
dom-tich tone of voice. Obviously, to 
proclaim that everything is possible is 
false. Of course there are impossible 
things. Yet, if drummed consistently by 
advertising outlets, the truthfulness of 
the message, if there is such an expres- 
sion, is bound to increase. 

The message actually transfers the 
burden of responsibility to the listenes, 
to the audience. If you don’t ski or do 
not drive an F1 it is because you either 
did not dream enough or tried enough 
to make it a reality. If you have not suc- 
ceeded, if you are a failure, you have no 
one to blame but yourself, 


Step by step, a social ideology sets 
їп. A social ideology, a cosmovision 
from the point of view of the winner. 
This is not true for Nike and Adidas 
alone. There are others pushing in the 
same direction. Not (00 many years 
back, a campaign for watchmaker Tag 
Heuer proclaimed that "Success is a 
mind game." The accompanying im- 
ages showed sportsmen in extreme 
Situations such as a swimmer compet- 
ing with sharks right beside him. 


“You can if you want’ 

The powerful combination of im- 
ages and text could once again deliv- 
er the message “You can if you 
want.” A significant difference be- 
tween this and the ad of Nike lies in 
the fact that unlike the latter, Tag 
Heuer is not producing a competi- 
tion-related product. Thus, the ideo- 
logical component is far more gratu- 
itous. After all, we are only talking 
about a watch, an object that does 
not supply any competitive advan- 
tage to a swimmer, an equestrian ora 
runner whose images were used in 
the campaign 

It would appear as if Tag Heuer 
could extract overperformance at the 
track and implant it in the streets or 
wherever you go with your watch 
And it is basically in the workplace 
Where you carry the sports 
metaphor; in the world of winners 
where you need the proper mental 
concentration and disposition to 
achieve the success that the adver- 
tisements promise. 

Once again, we are facing an ideol- 
ogy with myth-faith trimmings that 
when repeated sufficiently enough, 
is on its way to becoming a dogmatic 
truth. In any case, as Pierre Bourdieu 
has said, it is difficult to speak of 
“free adherence” to social values 
such as these. 

Therefore, we have brands that 
have particular viewpoints, that 
share their views regarding matters 
way beyond their natural domain, 
that tell us what is right and what is 
wrong, desirable or not. Thus, aside 
from the “accidental semantists" ever 
willing to churn out a word or two to 
ensure that power-relationships go 
unnoticed or made-up, we have a 
steady supply of "accidental moral- 
ists," who are more influential than 
any catechism ever written. 


Imposing moral templates 

Their mandate—in the words of 
Victor Klemperer—is to promote, en- 
dorse and impose certain moral tem- 
plates by which we are to abide in the 
same manner that the propaganda 
machinery of the Third Reich sup- 
plied the container and the content to 
“think for us." 

When we buy a brand we are, to a 
certain extent, buying into a specific 
world vision. We do not only tacitly and 
casually accept it; we actually pay for it, 
with a premium. 

Whenever we purchase a pair of 
shoes that entices us to ‘Just do it” in- 
stead of a brand that merely offers 
“Better technology at your feet”—and 
as such is situated in the initial "bene- 
fit" level of the communication lad- 
der—we ought to ask ourselves, bene- 
fit for whom? 

When I recently purchased sports 
apparel for my teenage son we walked 
into a shop presided over by larger- 
than-life cardboard images of Ronald- 
inho, Shaquille O'Neil and Fernando 
Alonso. I couldn't help but notice that 
the brand name and the logo of the 
trunks, shoes and shorts my son 
bought were the very same ones en- 
dorsed by the stars, 

Itdawned on me that the world is di- 
vided into two. On the one side, we 
have those who are paid to advertise, 
and on the other those, who like you 
and me, pay for the advertisements.

He was 
the driver of Gabriela Women's 
Party Rep.. Luzviminda Ilagan, 
who also suffered multiple 
shrapnel wounds from the ex- 
plosion.

Statement of the PHILIPPINE COLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS 
on the Cheaper Medicine Bill 


The PHILIPPINE COLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS (PCP) fully supports the spirit behind the Cheaper Medicine Bill. The PCP’s support includes measures 
to ensure full implementation of the Generics Law for the purpose of providing cheaper but safe and efficacious drugs. PCP recognizes that availability 
of affordable drugs helps the patient comply with the physician's medical treatment. 


As responsible physicians, PCP supports prescribing the least costly drug if therapeutic efficacy and safety are not compromised. Patients go to their 
physicians with full confidence that they marshal their medical education, skill and experience in providing the best treatment for a given set of clinical 
circumstances. The patient-doctor relationship is sacred and cannot be undermined by legislation. The physician is ultimately responsible for the care 
of the patient, the choice and/or selection of the appropriate drug must remain under the physician's control. 


In supporting government efforts to bring down the cost of medications, the PCP urges legislators and health policy makers to put in place adequate 
safeguards for the purpose of protecting patients and preventing *practice-of-medicine-at-the-drugstore-counter". 


First, the law should recognize that therapeutic equivalence, palatability and safety differ among the various brands of a prescribed drug which can 
significantly affect patient compliance and treatment success. 


Second, we lack the infrastructure to ensure drug safety and efficacy. In the course of technical working group and committee hearings, it was 
universally recognized — even by the most tenacious adherents of cheap medicine laws — that the Bureau of Food and Drug (BFAD) seriously lacks the 
capacity to deal with testing for safety, therapeutic and bioequivalence, and post-marketing surveillance. This is a serious issue that must be addressed 
by provisions of the bill. 


It is not enough that drugs are affordable; it is absolutely necessary that they should be safe. Implementation of the law should be subject to a 
moratorium until the medical profession and health consumer advocates are confident of the BFAD's capability. Towards this end, legislation should 
ensure that BFAD's budget is adequate to fill necessary expansion in capacity, personnel and equipment. 


Third, while the bill addresses the issue of drug pricing through a pricing council, parallel importation and amendments to the generic act, the law must 
likewise provide for a Drug Quality Council composed of representatives from major medical societies and other stakeholders. Again, it must be 
recognized that pricing, efficacy and safety go hand in hand. 


Ultimately, legal responsibility for the patient's treatment rests with the physician. If these safety measures are not put in place and unqualified 
substitution is allowed, then the law cannot hold the physician responsible for adverse consequences. Thus, the law must include a provision shielding 
physicians from administrative, criminal or civil suits for adverse effects of substitutions beyond their control. Therapeutic decisions reached by 
physicians are based on a complex body of medical information relevant to a specific patient. It is not denied that therapeutic failure or toxicity may 
result from improper substitution of a drug at the pharmacy counter. 


More importantly, it should be recognized that the adoption of the provision of the bill in its current form seriously puts at risk and undermines the 
patient-doctor relationship, which is founded on trust. Inadequate and inappropriate drug responses and adverse reactions to prescribed medications 
that are substituted at the drugstore level may complicate medical management, and erode the patient's confidence with his physician. 


The PCP's support for efforts to bring down the cost of medicines is unqualified, but these concerns must first be addressed to ensure the proper 
implementation of the law. We urge Congress to incorporate these positive steps for the purpose of providing confidence in physician compliance with 
the law. We see no reason why physicians should not fully embrace the law if safety and efficacy concerns are fully addressed while availing of 
affordable medicines. In the final analysis, any effort to ensure access to cheaper drugs must likewise fulfill that ancient dictum, “Primum non nocere"

JOLO, SULU—TAUSUGS WERE 
not so receptive of the free con- 
traceptive program but this ге- 
ality failed to exclude Sulu from 
becoming one of the 10 pilot ar- 
eas, where birth-control pills 
and condoms would be sold. 

On Friday the Sulu Provincial 
Hospital launched its "pop shop," 
where Tausugs who wanted 
birth spacing, could avail them- 
selves of contraceptives and oth- 
er health needs at low prices. 

Dr. Farah Tan-Omar, provin- 
cial hospital chief, said the pop 
shop will be open 24/7. 

“Î should be responsible for 


the quality of health services our 
people need from contraceptives 
to mosquito nets, to address the 
critical health requirements in 
our province,” Tan-Omar said. 
Tan-Omar said the decision to 
sell contraceptives was brought 
about by the phaseout of the con- 
traceptive donation program of 
the United States Aid for Interna- 
tional Development (USAID). 
She said health officials wanted 
mechanisms to make contracep- 
tives available to those who want 
itand these include selling them. 
Chi Vallido, deputy director of 
the Philippine NGO Council (PN- 


GOC) on Population, Health and 
‘Welfare Inc., said the United Na- 
tions Population Fund and USAID 
used to allot P56 million for con- 
traceptive subsidy in the country. 

But Vallido said it will end 
this year. 

Vallido said under the transi- 
tion program in connection with 
the phaseout of the fund, local 
distributors have been tapped to 
sell contraceptives at subsidized 
prices in Tawi-Tawi, Sulu, Sultan 
Kudarat, Maguindanao, Lanao 
del Sur, Bohol and Masbate. 

But PNGOC said as in the past, 
there would be no coercion in the 


use of contraceptives in these ar- 
eas although йз promotion 
would be vigorously pursued. 

“Even economists have 
warned that failure to curb the 
country’s runaway population 
at an average of 2.36% every 
year, could drive more Fi 
to poverty,” Vallido said.

Ali said the poachers have vio- 
lated the country’s fishery laws 
when they yielded live turtles 
during a search of their boat. 

He said the turtles reportedly 
came from Turtle Island, off 


Tawi-Tawi. 

Sea turtles are endangered 
species and the country's fish- 
ery laws prohibit their capture 
or collection.

mandates the rehabilitation of 
abandoned mines asa top priority.

to submit the environmental pro-

Statement of the PHILIPPINE COLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS 
on the Cheaper Medicine Bill 


The PHILIPPINE COLLEGE OF PHYSICIANS (PCP) fully supports the spirit behind the Cheaper Medicine Bill. The PCP's support includes measures 
to ensure full implementation of the Generics Law for the purpose of providing cheaper but safe and efficacious drugs. PCP recognizes that availability 
of affordable drugs helps the patient comply with the physician's medical treatment. 


As responsible physicians, PCP supports prescribing the least costly drug if therapeutic efficacy and safety are not compromised, Patients go to their 
physicians with full confidence that they marshal their medical education, skill and experience in providing the best treatment for a given set of clinical 
circumstances. The patient-doctor relationship is sacred and cannot be undermined by legislation. The physician is ultimately responsible for the care 
of the patient, the choice and/or selection of the appropriate drug must remain under the physician's control. 


In supporting government efforts to bring down the cost of medications, the PCP urges legislators and health policy makers to put in place adequate 
safeguards for the purpose of protecting patients and preventing “practice-of-medicine-at-the-drugstore-counter’. 


First, the law should recognize that therapeutic equivalence, palatability and safety differ among the various brands of a prescribed drug which can 
significantly affect patient compliance and treatment success. 


Second, we lack the infrastructure to ensure drug safety and efficacy. In the course of technical working group and committee hearings, it was 
universally recognized — even by the most tenacious adherents of cheap medicine laws — that the Bureau of Food and Drug (BFAD) seriously lacks the 
capacity to deal with testing for safety, therapeutic and bioequivalence, and post-marketing surveillance. This is a serious issue that must be addressed 
by provisions of the bill. 


It is not enough that drugs are affordable; it is absolutely necessary that they should be safe. implementation of the law should be subject to a 
moratorium until the medical profession and health consumer advocates are confident of the BFAD's capability. Towards this end, legislation should 
ensure that BFAD’s budget is adequate to fill necessary expansion in capacity, personnel and equipment. 


Third, while the bill addresses the issue of drug pricing through a pricing council, parallel importation and amendments to the generic act, the law must 
likewise provide for a Drug Quality Council composed of representatives from major medical societies and other stakeholders. Again, it must be 
recognized that pricing, efficacy and safety go hand in hand. 


Ultimately, legal responsibility for the patient's treatment rests with the physician. If these safety measures are not put in place and unqualified 
substitution is allowed, then the law cannot hold the physician responsible for adverse consequences. Thus, the law must include a provision shielding 
physicians from administrative, criminal or civil suits for adverse effects of substitutions beyond their control. Therapeutic decisions reached by 
physicians are based on a complex body of medical information relevant to a specific patient. It is not denied that therapeutic failure or toxicity may 
result from improper substitution of a drug at the pharmacy counter. 


More importantly, it should be recognized that the adoption of the provision of the bill in its current form seriously puts at risk and undermines the 
patient-doctor relationship, which is founded on trust. Inadequate and inappropriate drug responses and adverse reactions to prescribed medications 
that are substituted at the drugstore level may complicate medical management, and erode the patient's confidence with his physician. 


The PCP's support for efforts to bring down the cost of medicines is unqualified, but these concerns must first be addressed to ensure the proper 
implementation of the law. We urge Congress to incorporate these positive steps for the purpose of providing confidence in physician compliance with 
the law. We see no reason why physicians should not fully embrace the law if safety and efficacy concerns are fully addressed while availing of 
affordable medicines. In the final analysis, any effort to ensure access to cheaper drugs must likewise fulfill that ancient dictum, “Primum non nocere."

Del Mundo was born on Nov. 
27, 1911, in Intramuros, Mani- 
la, the sixth of eight children of 
Bernardo del Mundo, a promi- 
nent lawyer who hailed from 
Marinduque, and Paz Villanue- 
va. 

Relatives and close aides be- 
lieve that a good diet, daily 
prayers, a natural healers 
stamina, plus the fact that Del 
Mundo has remained unmar- 
ried, are what have kept this 
wispy grand dame of Philippine 
medicine from hanging up her 
stethoscope.

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Priest helps kids

IF FRENCH PRIEST JEAN- 
Francois Thomas were to have 
his way, he would prefer that the 
Tulay ng Kabataan (Bridge for 
Children) Foundation cease to 
operate because it would mean 
that there were no impover- 
ished children languishing in 


the streets of Metro Manila. 

But until that day 
comes, Thomas, the 
50-year-old ехеси- 
tive director of the 
ТМК, said he and his 
volunteers would 
continue to wean 
children from what 
he calls the “habits of 
the street.” 

“There is a need 
and the problem will 
not be solved in the 
next few years. I 
want to close down 

the TNK because then it would mean that 
these children already live decently. But there 
is still a need for the foundation,” the Jesuit 
priest, who teaches philosophy at the Ateneo 
de Manila University, told the INQUIRER. 

For almost a decade, Thomas and his staff, 
composed of coordinators, psychologists, so- 
cial workers, street educators, nurses and 
teachers, have been saving children— victims 
of violence, drugs, prostitution and hopeless- 
ness—from a life in the streets. 

In 1996, he was sent by the Jesuits to the 
country to help out the needy. In 1998, 
‘Thomas formed the foundation after he saw 
the plight of the poor children. He has not left 
since then. 


Asian culture 

Asked why he, a foreigner, was interested 
in helping the poor when other Filipinos 
would rather ignore them, Thomas replied, 
"Sometimes I can't grasp why this is so. This 
is the Asian culture, but maybe, people feel 
shy about facing poverty.” 

But he pointed out that not all Filipinos 
feel the same way as he praised his staff. “I 
have great admiration for them. They are so 
dedicated to their work. They don't do it for 
the money but out of compassion. They want 
the children to have a future.” 

He recounted how their social workers or 
street educators, ashe preferred to call them, 
toil day and night in 50 different areas in 
Metro Manila to convince solvent abusers, 
street gang members, children who have 
tumed to prostitution and scavengers to 
abandon their "habits" and grow up to be 
productive individuals. 

Thomas explained that he prefers to use 
the word "habit" because some of the chil- 
dren rescued by the foundation find it very 
difficult to resist the temptation of returning 
toa life in the streets. 

But he stressed that the kids are always 
free to leave the centers as long as they know 
that there are places and people like those in 
the foundation who would willingly take 
them back should they change their mind. 


Citation 

The French priest, who was recently 
awarded the Chevalier dans l'Ordre National 
de la Legion d'Honneur (Knight of the Legion

Dollar weak but he’s going strong

ARNING DOLLARS 

is not as lucrative 

as it was a couple of 
years ago, with the con- 
tinued weakening of the 
greenback against the pe- 
so, my dad told me 
through a text message. 

‘And зо, in the middle of the 
Caribbean, my father, Nonito, 
who has been working abroad аз 
a seafarer for the last 27 years, 
asked my older brother and I to 
spend wisely the money he sends 
for the upkeep of our house and 
whatever miscellaneous expens- 
es we need. 

A chief engineer, my dad is one 
of the millions of OFWs whose 
income had "shrunk" amidst the 
strong peso. 

Тез a good thing then that my 
mom, Tomasita, who manages 
the funds my dad earns, is one of 
the thriftiest people in the world. 
1 have always told her that had 
thriftiness been a crime, shed 
end up locked up in jail, for sure. 


Real estate 

Realizing my dad wont be 
able to work abroad forever, my 
parents invested in real estate. 
Through the years, my parents 
had acquired several parcels of 
land in Laguna, where we live, 
and built apartments on them. 

They started dabbling in real 
estate in the early 19905 when 
they bought an old house in San 
Pablo City and renovated it them- 
selves before they rented it out. 

Years later, the six-door apart- 
ment had earned back the money 
my parents used to purchase it. 
They did the same thing to three 
more apartments they bought in 
the last decade. 

And while my dad spends 
some 10 months on board cargo 
ships, my mom is as busy on 
land 

Here, she manages our apart- 
ments with the help of my broth- 
er, Nonito Jr. Together, they col- 
lect the monthly rentals of our 
apartments which total to 20 
doors. My mom also supervises 
whatever repairs necessary to 
keep the rooms in pristine condi- 
tion. 


100 doors for rent 

“I will retire when we already 
had 100 doors for rent,” I re- 
member my father telling me in 
Jest over lunch a few years ago. 
This because he said is the only 
way he would be able to earn the 
same amount he makes working 
abroad, 

‘At the moment, my mom is 
overseeing the construction of 
two more apartments їп 
Alaminos, Laguna, the blueprints 
of which were designed by my 
brother. This would add another 
eight doors. Not bad but still a 
long way to go to hit the 100- 


ALING MILA, 85-YEAR-OLD 
widow of a Filipino World War 
П veteran who is at present re- 
siding in San Francisco, Califor- 
nia expressed her disgust when 
I told her that it would take 
probably another 15 years be- 
fore her daughter is granted a 
visa based on her petition. This 
is based on current immigration 
processing time filed for adult 
children. 

This year, Aling Mila re-filed a 
new petition for her adult married 
daughter because the prior peti- 
tion filed by her husband was au- 
tomatically rescinded when the 
latter died exactly six years ago. 
Aling Mila's feelings of weariness 
are valid as she slowly realizes 
that the issuance of the visa for 
her daughter is not happening 
soon. She says that she would be 
100 years old in fifteen years and 
will be lucky if she's still alive by 
that time.

My older brother, who is tak- 
ing up nursing as a second 
course, on the other hand, man- 
ages the property my parents re- 
cently bought.

An OFW in the making, my 
brother plans on leaving the 
country after finishing his stud- 
ies. For the meantime, he was al- 
so tasked, with the help of his 
wife, Blechelle, to supervise the 
construction of a convenience 
store we would be putting up in 
our barangay soon. 


Remitter, currency changer 

Living and working in Makati 
has kept me from helping in the 
maintenance of our properties as 
Lam only home in Laguna for a 
day every week. Although, 
whenever I get the chance, I ac- 
company my mom to the apart- 
ment in Alabang she also man- 
ages. 

Being the most adept in the 
family when it comes to banking 
and financing, 1 often advise my 
parents on which banks would 
give a highest yield for our time 
deposits. Always on the go, 1 also 
continuously look for potential 
properties which my parents 
might want to consider buying. 

But even before my parents 
һай made enough savings to buy 
our parcels of land, my father 
had always found a way to earn

that extra income. 

While at sea, my dad would 

act as the ship's currency chang- 

ег and remitter. Instead of his 
X crewmates coursing their eam- 
j ings through banks or remit- 
J tance companies, they would 

rather transact business with my 
dad. 

What happens is that my fa- 
ther, after receiving the dollars 
from his crewmates, would send 
а text message to my mom with 
the contact details of the money's 
recipient. My mom, in tum, 
sends instantly the amount, in 
pesos, to the bank account of the 
recipient in the country. 

They earn a couple of bucks 
from every transaction by con- 
verting the dollars into pesos us- 
ing an exchange rate which is a 
bit lower than the prevailing rate 
in the market during the time of 
the transaction. 

In a way, my father is happy to 
help his crewmates. He sends 
their money to the Philippines 
fast, even while they are on 
board the ship, without inconve- 
niencing them in any way. 


Spending on leisure 

Not only that, my dad also oc- 
casionally sells cell phone loads 
1o his crewmates. After receiving 
a text message from my dad, my 
mom sends the pin numbers of 
the cell phone loads which my 
dad, in tum, sells to his crew- 
mates. 

Growing up, our parents reli- 
giously provided for us the things 
ме needed, but never in excess. 
There were no major decisions in 


my life made without the bless- 
ing of my father who, even miles 
away, commanded respect be- 
cause of the hard work he had 
put in for the family. 

It is always a simple gathering 
when my dad comes home every 
year. He would arrive only with 
two suitcases which contained 
his clothes and some important 
documents. Rarely does he go 
home with balikbayan boxes and 
it would be а feast if he comes 
home with packs of chocolates. 
Occasionally, though, there 
would be perfume for my mom. 

This, 1 later realized, is how 
well my dad gives value to the 
money he earns. Early on, they 
had inculcated in my brother and 
Thow hard it was to earn money 
abroad. 


Travel 

While other OFWs would go 
home clad in pieces of jewelry, 
my dad would come home weat 
ing the same clothes he left with 
a year ago. 

While my parents break their 
backs in working nonstop, once in 
a while, they also spend on leisure 
activities, Early this year, my par- 
ents toured the Unites States and 
Mexico and are already planning 
a trip to Europe next year. 

With my dad's earnings, we al- 
зо managed to buy four different 
vehicles. 

Grandparents to my brother's 
2yearold daughter Carylle 
Faye, mom and dad could not be 
happy enough to indulge the kid 
with children's books and educa- 
tional toys to play with. 


Uphill battle to pass the veterans equity bill 


States. It must be understood that 
this veterans issue is not just a 
family reunification issue. It is pri- 
marily an issue of a historical in- 
justice when the provision of the 
1946 Rescission Act was enacted 
divesting our Filipino veterans of 
their classification as US veterans. 
If this 1946 provision had not 
been enacted into law, then the 
жаг veterans and their families 
probably would have been now 
residents of the US.

The veterans bills 

Now that most of these veter- 
ans are diminishing in number at 
a faster rate, the intensity to pass 
the Equity Bill in the US Congress 
becomes significantly relevant. 

For those Filipino World War II 
veterans who are still around, 
their hopes are for their family to 
Join them in the US and for the 
Equity Bill to be passed in the US 
Congress. Both of these issues ге- 
quire legislative action.

The special legislation giving 
preference to the sons and daugh- 
ters of Filipino World War II veter- 
ans to go to the US is now incor- 
porated in the proposed Compre- 
hensive Immigration Reform bill 
for which no action has been tak- 
en by both Houses of Congress. 

In the same manner, the Fil- 
ipino Veterans Equity Bill pending 
with the 110 US Congress has 
been heard by both the Senate 
and the House awaiting for vote 
оп the floor hopefully by the end 
of this year. 

In 1990 when the Immigration 
‘Act was passed after half a centu- 
ту of advocacy for naturalization 
for Filipino veterans, thousands 
came to the US to live their 
dreams. 


But what some foresaw as a 
dream turned into a nightmare аз 
their dream and hope to be treat- 
ей as US veterans remained elu- 
sive. Many died hoping that the 
equity bill would be passed. Mr. 
Bunagan, on his death bed, said 
that he would like to see equity 
pass for his veterans colleague. 
Mr. Punla, who is very sick, re- 
turned to the US as he heard that. 
the equity bill was close to being 
passed. He collapsed in my office. 
because of old age and weakness. 


The lobby 

But lobbying to have the bill 
passed is not a one-man show. 
Neither does it belong only to one 
organization. It requires a collab- 
oration of effort from all sectors of 
the community. There are increas- 
ing challenges that are being ex- 
perienced in the last 15 years 
when the equity bill was intro- 
duced in Congress. 

There are several roadblocks 
on the path to the passage of vet- 
erans equity. 

First, different lobby groups ad- 


vocate for different positions. One 
group advocates only for veterans 
residing їп the US and excludes 
those residing in the Philippines. 
The other group of which 1 repre- 
sent only advocates for full equity 
supporting only a bill that will 
benefit all veterans irrespective of 
residence. The clashes of opinions 
resulted in confusion among sup- 
porters and even among legisla- 
tors considering that there is no 
опе position represented. 

Second, more groups are en- 
gaged in mere rhetoric and 
grandstanding than actually 
pushing passage of the bill. Like in 
the recent celebrations and events 
honoring the veterans but no spe- 
cific action is taken or а commit- 
ment is made to engage in the 
lobby effort. 

Third, there is a lack of focus 
from different organizations, and 
even the current administration 
only recently announced this year 
its support for full equity. 

‘And lastly, there is a lot of mis- 
information in the media glorify- 
ing fictitious or menial achieve-

Itwas at this period that the re- 
cruitment agency got into a diffi 
cult time and was not making 
money. My father decided to 
leave the parmership after he 
earned back the money he invest- 
ed in the venture, 

My mom and dad are well on 
their way to their 50s. Retirement 
pops into the picture. My dad's 
latest investment, a fishpond he 
bought in Los Baños, Laguna, is 
what he plans to focus on when 
he finally decides to stay and 
work in the country for good. 

My dad, who grew up helping 
his father toil their farm in Bicol, 
believes that breeding tilapia and 
other kinds of fishes would be the 
perfect business venture for him, 
More fun than the 100-door 
apartments he initially wanted, 
he hopes.

Challenge 

There must be a strong com- 
mitment to join the campaign and 
that the focus is only on one posi- 
tion. Unless real action is taken by 
each and every Filipino American. 
in collaboration and support of all 
various national organizations in- 
duding the current administra- 
tion, the campaign for full equity 
will remain an elusive dream. 

There may be reasons and cir- 
cumstances that we may have in- 
herited in the past that are making 
this campaign an uphill battle. For 
those who believe in the cause, I 
challenge them to have the 
courage of their conviction to 
stand up for what is right. We owe 
our veterans our lives, the freedom 
and the democracy we all enjoy. 
"They deserve no less than equity.

Imparting her paper story has now 
been a vocation for Loreta, who usual- 
ly speaks before big international gath- 
erings such as the Asian Economic Fo- 
rum to convince other entrepreneurs 
to go into fair trade. 

And what a persuasive story she has. 

Nurse Loreta and husband Dr. Rey- 
naldo Rafisura were an ordinary mid- 
dle class couple living in the quiet, far- 
flung town of Salay, Misamis Oriental. 

In 1987, as clashes between the 
rebels and military troops displaced 
many of Salays upland folks, the 
Rafisura couple was quick to help out 
and tried to find ways to give the vic- 
tims long-term relief from poverty. 

Having attended a livelihood semi- 
nar, Reynaldo decided to adopt what 
he learned about making handmade 
paper using cogon grass (scientific 
name: Imperata cylindrica encantata) 
that thrive in their town. 

The couple made this а livelihood 
project under the People's Economic 
Council-Salay, a people's organization 
that they lead. 

An old chicken barn at the back of 
the Rafisura residence became the first 
production area of 10 handmade pa- 


per workers who stayed on with the 
Rafisuras despite the group's meager 
capital of P6,000. 

Finished products were peddled by 
Loreta herself in Cagayan de Oro City, 
a two-hour drive from Salay. 

“L was sickly then so Reynaldo 
agreed to drive me in his old Volkswa- 
gen and we went around the city to 
peddle the paper to friends and later 
on to gift shops, which ordered by con- 
signment. One day, we realized we had 
no money anymore even for my chil- 
dren's food and school needs because 
my husband could not work regularly. I 
decided to go on my own and it was re- 
ally tiring, but I persevered,” recounts 
Loreta of their lowly beginnings. 

Perseverance paid off and eventual- 
ly, after a year of working to improve 
their products and joining trade fairs, 
the couple, together with the remain- 
ing paper makers, rejoiced in their first 
earnings. 

In 1990, Loreta decided to separate 
from PEC-Salay and wanted to estab- 
lish a cooperative. For lack of money, 
the Rafisura couple settled to register- 
ing SHAPI as a corporation, but 
promised to run the company like a co- 
‘operative, where profit-sharing and la-

bor equity are practiced. 

“We were not actually putting up а 
business for profit, all we wanted was 
to give regular employment to the peo- 
ple of Salay and help them break away 
from poverty" says Loreta as she de- 
scribes SHAPII as a little candle in the 
dark. 

But for most Salay folks, the small 
handmade paper shop has given them 
hope of progress they never imagined. 

It was in 1996 when this small hand- 
icraft enterprise became the first fair 
trader in Mindanao. 

“People from the Global Technology 
Search whom my son met in a seminar 
pointed out that what we were doing 
was actually fair trade. We did not 
know then what it was. I told them we 
were only doing our Christian duties of 
helping others,” narrates Loreta. 

‘Soon, international groups invited 
Loreta abroad to talk on doing busi- 
ness the fair trade way.

De Guzman says tuyo are 
classified into siksikan (with 
scales or "premium"), BM (or 
big-medium) and the TR (or 
tuyo reject) or those without 
heads or tails or have holes on 
their bodies. 

De Guzman markets his 
product in Baguio City, Mt. 
Province, and the different 
towns and cities of Pangasinan. 

He says sometimes, he is also 
able to buy other kinds of fish 
for drying.in Malabon; like the 
espada (cutlass fish), pensola, 
salayginto  (yellow-striped 
crevalle) and tulis. 

But he says the herring re- 
mains as their best seller.

True to the principles of fair trade, 
the condition of both the town and 
people of Salay improved as SHAPII 
grew. Aside from directly employing 
257 workers, it now also provides 
livelihood to over 50 families in Salay. 

SHAPII has become the biggest 
livelihood provider in town, next to 
the local government. Its foundation 
and cooperative ensure that the peo- 
ple are benefiting from the progress 
that SHAPII has achieved through the 
years. 

“After 17 years, we've finally fulfilled 
what we originally wanted to put 
up—a foundation and a coopera- 
tive which takes care of our social 
responsibility to the people of 
Salay,” says Loreta. 
The SHAPII Foundation 
now provides scholar- 
ship to poor but de- 
serving Salay stu- 
dents and the 
$НАРП Multi- 
purpose Coop- 
erative operates 
a small cafeteria 
and runs several 
livelihood projects independently. 

Loreta modestly admits that they 
can be a good inspiration to other 
SMEs. 

“Sadly, there are only 16 of us in the 
country that practice fair trade,” says 
Loreta. 

In her speeches and presentations, 
she would exhort entrepreneurs to try 
engaging in fair trade. 

“As far as I'm concerned, the only 
way for SMEs to survive today is by go- 
ing into fair trade,” she said as she 
echoed Habito's statement that pro- 
pelling economic progress begins with 
social equity. 

“Business with justice, with compas- 
sion, that is the fair trade way. We need 
to start the movement now. Small as 
we are, we will slowly but surely 
achieve sustainable development if the 
people around us grow as we grow,” 
stresses Loreta with a tone of commit- 
ment. 
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LEADERSHIP REQUIRES ENERGY. 

It doesn't necessarily call for the kind of 
energy needed to run a marathon or take 
care of 10 two-year-olds for an hour.

Those activities all have their 
place. But in my life, I also get a great deal 
of energy from certain personal relation- 
ships. 

Not all relationships fall into this catego- 
ту mind you. Some people can literally suck 
the life right out of you if you're not careful. 
Sometimes you can avoid such relation- 
ships, but many times you can't. That 
makes energizing relationships even more 
critical.

KOREAS RISE AS THE PHILIP- 
pines' top source of foreign tourists 
didn't just happen. 

To Korean travel agent Ki Tae 

Xim, it was a long and arduous task 
that began in 1989. 
"'Al'that time, Very few Koreans 
knew about the Philippines,” Kim 
recalls. “I would conduct a slide 
presentation to a group of 15 ladies 
during the day and another group 
of 15 men in the evening after office 
hours. I would show them Boracay, 
Cebu, Bohol, El Nido, Club Paradise 
and even Dakak in Mindanao." 

Humbly, Kim narrated how he 
went from office to office with his 
slide projector just to show the 
beautiful images of the Philippines 
to prospective clients, 

“Even as early as 1989, T already 
felt that the Philippines was an ide- 
al place for Koreans to visit or take 
their families for a vacation. So I 
waited for long hours till my clients 
found the time for my presenta- 
tion,” Kim adds. 

Eighteen years later, Kim, this 
time as president of Philippine Air- 
lines in Korea, enjoys the support of 
the Philippine Department of 
‘Tourism (DOT) and members of the 
country's tourism industry. 

Itbegan in 2001 when he cospon- 
sored with the DOT the first sales 
mission of Filipino marketing exec- 
utives to Seoul. The mission was so 
successful that it became a yearly 
event since then. 

Now on its sixth year, the just- 
concluded 2007 sales mission had 
41 delegates from the private sector 
and three from the DOT—Region 
VII director Dawnie Roa, project 
manager Gwendolyn Batoon and 
‘Team Korea head Pam Samaniego. 
The private sector delegates repre- 
sented various tourism establish- 
ments in Manila, Cebu, Bohol, Bo- 
racay, Palawan and Davao, among 
others, 

‘Thus, Kim no longer has to do it 
all alone. Most importantly, he is 
now reaping the benefits of his pio- 
neering efforts, with Korean ar- 
rivals reaching 572,133 to top the 
Philippines’ list of foreign tourists 
last year. 

The influx of Korean tourists con- 
tinues, generating demand that ne- 
cessitates a corresponding increase 
in PAL flights between the two 
countries. 
` "Starting December, PAL will in- 
crease its flights to Cebu from 
Seoul to four a day. And starting 
January, direct flights from Jeju to 
Manila will commence" Kim re- 
veals. 


The flight increase is quite an ur- 
gent necessity. The first three quar- 
ters of the current year saw Korean 
arrivals posting a whopping 16.3- 
percent growth from 406,480 to 
472,711 on the way to the DOT 
Team Korea's full-year target of 
600,000. 

“Korean arrivals now account 
for a huge 20.9 percent of the to- 
tal Philippines inbound travel, 
followed by USA with 19.1 per- 
cent and Japan 13.4 percent,” 
says Tourism Attache Maricon 
Basco-Ebron in her speech at the 
opening of the sales mission in 
Seoul. 

‘At the sidelines of the 
sales pitches during the mis- 
sion, Ebron bared in an in- 
terview the marketing ef- 
forts that brought Korean 
arrivals to its phenomenal 
scale, 

“The turning point came 
in 2004 when Tourism 
Secretary Joseph Ace Du- 
rano took over the helm of. 
the DOT and organized it 
into country marketing 
teams, each with its own 
market-specific strategies 
and objectives. Like the 
other teams, Team Korea 
had to identify its priority 


market segments and 
match them with the ap- 
propriate product mix, 


which made us come out 
with our eight anchor des- 
tinations 

"In the case of Korea, we 
are now capitalizing on our 
pretty strong grip of our 
priority market зеш 
ments—holiday seekers, 
honeymooners, students 
and special ^ interest 
groups—to expand our 
Coverage to both ends of 
the market spectrum. 

“АП these involve a menu 
of complementing market 
ing activities that are calcu. 
lated to generate demand 
and warrant a correspond- 
ing increase in airline seats 
and tourism investments to 
beef up the supply side. The 
DOTPAL sales mission, 
university campus road 
shows and various other 
marketing events are ex- 
amples of such activities 
that enhance our market 
presence and visibility, in- 
vigorate our tourism 
brand, and develop new 
markets," adds Ebron. 
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“It (marketing) isn’t just about 
promoting a brand as a matter of 
routine. You've got to be very sensi: 
tive to the marker, particularly the 
emerging consumer preferences, 
industry practice and many other 
subtle nuances of the trade. One 
must be fast, innovative and 
should know the market trends. 
Thus, your work program must be 
enhanced year after year if you 
want to be ahead of the competi- 
tion," Ebron points out. 

All these activities, however, re- 
quire a lot of hard work and vi- 
sion, which Kim knows only too 
well

Retailers expect robust sales with dollars from OFWs

RISING OIL PRICES, POLITICAL BICKER- 
ing and the weakening dollar are not get- 
ting in the way of the Christmas buying sea- 
son this year. 

In fact, some retail companies have рге- 
dicted that this year will be the best Christ- 
mas season in 20 years, because of the in- 
flux of remittances from overseas Filipino 
workers and a generally buoyant economy. 

Marivic Arugay, marketing and opera- 
tions head of Festival Supermall, tells the 
Inquirer that the mall is anticipating an in- 
crease in both sales and traffic. 

“The season always brings excitement 
not just for the public, but the mall as well. 
Based on previous years, the mall has wit- 
nessed a steady increase [in sales and traf- 
fic] during this season,” Arugay says. 

Wilson Lim Jr, business development 
manager of Waltermart, adds that Filipinos 
seem to be buying earlier than usual this 
year, probably to avoid the Christmas rush. 

“Моге OFWs are sending their money as 
early as November in order to still enjoy 
good conversion rate for their dollars,” 
adds Jojo de Guzman, Waltermart assistant 
vice president for operations. 

“Come December, more balikbayans are 
expected to come over and this will again 
be a bonus to the industry. With more mon- 
ey now and yet more money to come to- 
ward Christmas, the retail industry is ex- 
j| pected to enjoy its best Christmas ever in 20 
years,” De Guzman adds. 

‘This optimistic view shared by others in 
the retail industry only means that the 
shopping scene will be busier than ever, 
and not just in malls but in bargain centers 
as well.

He's not only 
ahead of the Math game, a survival skill 
critical in an increasingly competitive soci- 
ety, but his attitude toward facing chal- 
lenges will improve dramatically as well, 
said Schwartz. 


Traditional tutoring 

The problem with traditional tutorial is 
the tendency for the tutor to become the 
child's crutch, quite possibly during his en- 
tire basic education. Traditional tutorial 
services, said Schwartz, is homework- 
based, meaning tutors begin by looking in- 
to the child's homework and working from 
there. Hence there is a tendency to need а 
tutor today, tomorrow, forever. It becomes а 
vicious cycle, and that's because the root 
cause of the problem has never been diag- 
nosed and addressed. 

"Algebra students, for example, just fol- 
low the steps in solving a problem from 
their tutors and repeat the process during 
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school exams but never really understand 
the concept,” said master franchisee Rico 
Bautista. Simply put, a kid will learn the 
"hows" but fail to grasp the “whys.” 

Skills Assessment, a diagnostic test, is re- 
quired upon enrollment, said Bautista. This 
test will pinpoint the skill gaps of a student 
and discover the causes behind low aca- 
demic performance. A college student at 
the Ateneo de Manila University, continued 
Bautista, once had a Math skill of a fourth 
grader. It is no wonder then that she cannot 
get a passing grade in her college algebra 
subject. 

“If you cannot solve 2/3 divided by % 
there's no way you're gonna do Algebra. 
The diagnostic test will identify your prob- 
lems. Everything else that you know we 
won't touch. We won't waste your time, and 
we won't waste our time,” Bautista said. 


Diagnostic 

Tutoring Club has devised a computer 
system that analyzes a child's information 
and writes off a personal lesson plan based 
on the child's pace and capacity to learn 
skills at a time. The tutors then implement. 
what the computer said. 

Both the computer and tutor, however, 
are working up the same ladder with the 
student. If the student needs to step back a 
bit, as the computer can specifically identi- 
fy his/her weakness and strengths in a par- 
ticular subject, then the tutor repeats the 
lesson until the student is ready to move 
up. 

Whether a student is low average or 
above average, Schwartz said, Tutoring 
Club has a systematic approach that suits a 
slow or а fast learner. With a ratio of one tu- 
tor per three students, learning is enhanced 
because there is no pressure at all to tackle 
a problem as quickly as possible. 

“Normally tutors stare at the student as 
s/he nervously fumbles his way through a 
problem. Here we give you problems to 
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solve, let you do it on your own, and come 
back to you when you're done,” Schwartz 
said. 

‘The diagnostic test will also measure the 
required number of tutorial hours a student 
will require. (The rate is P500 per hour.) 
But regardless of how long a student may 
require the tutorial services, Bautista said 
students are guaranteed to move up at least 
one level by the time they're done. 

“We do not have a money-back guaran- 
tee, but if we said your child will move up 
three levels in six months then s/he will get 
there in six months—that’s our guarantee," 
Bautista said. 

Schwartz founded the Tutoring Club 
more than 20 years ago when his son en- 
countered difficulty in his reading skills. Al- 
though his son showed improvement, as a 
businessman Schwartz instinctively look at 
how effective the tutoring industry was and 
found it unsatisfactory. 

To cut the long story short, he bought the 
company and devised a new method to 
contest a traditional tutoring service—one 
that has been practiced the exact same way 
since the 1500s, he said. 

“You simply cannot have a tutor all your 
life, Everybody uses the tutor ав а crutch. It 
is so much better not to have crutches and 
walk and run on your own,” Schwartz said.

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Do Pinoys read at all?

WHAT IS THE MOST POPULAR 
book read (outside of school) by Fil- 
ipinos? No, it is not Harry Potter, but 
the Bible. According to the 2007 Na- 
tional Book Development Board 
(NBDB) Readership Survey, 67 per- 
cent of respondents across the coun- 
try read the Bible the most, followed. 
by romance or love novels (33 per- 
cent), cookbooks (28 percent), comic 
books (26 percent) and religious or 
inspirational works (20 percent). 

Other relatively popular book cate- 
gories in 2007 are, in this order: hu- 
mor, science (to my delight), horror 
and suspense, family planning, busi- 
ness, sports and fitness, health and 
medicine, government, laws, agricul- 
ture, lifestyle, heroes, animals, child 
rearing, social issues, and horo- 
scopes. 

Early this year, the NBDB commis- 
sioned the Social Weather Stations to 
do a second Readership Survey (the 
first was done in 2003). There were 
1,200 respondents: 300 each from 
the NCR, Luzon, the Visayas, and 
Mindanao. Respondents answered 
detailed questions about their read- 
ing habits, preferences, attitudes and 
behavior (1 am a governing board 
member of the NBDB.) 


Decline in reading 

First, the bad news. Generally, the 
survey shows that reading has slightly 
declined in our nation. Only 92 per- 
cent of respondents say they read, 
down two percent from 2003. The 
reading of books, comics, newspa- 
pers, and magazines has gone down, 
by seven, 13, 14, and 15 percent, re- 
spectively. 

Why the decline? One culprit is the 
National Capital Region (NCR). Sur- 
prisingly, the NCR is the only cluster 
in the country where reading has de- 
creased, by five percent. In Luzon ar- 
eas outside NCR, readership has actu- 
ally increased by two percent, and in 
Mindanao, readers have held steady. 

Despite the proliferation of book- 
stores, publishers, and libraries in the 
NCR, book readers have decreased by 
а whopping 31 percent, from 95 per- 
cent in 2003 to 64 percent in 2007. 
Magazine readers in the NCR have 
decreased by 27 percent, comics 
readers by 12 percent, and newspa- 
per readers by 10 percent. 


Accreditation 


But there is good news elsewhere. 
In the Visayas, general readership has 
increased by four percent. Readers of 
books in the Visayas increased by 11 
percent; comics readers, by 10 per- 
cent; magazine readers, by one per- 
cent. (Newspaper readers have de- 
creased by four percent.) 

It is interesting to note that NBDB 
has done a lot of intervention pro- 
grams in the Visayas, such as the 
Booklatan community reading activi- 
ties, which may possibly have ac- 
counted in part for the increase. 


Kudos to the youth 

The youth are leading the way 
They start to read non-school books 
atage 16, on average, one year earlier 
than in 2003. Again, NCR is the poor 
exception—young people here start 
reading non-school books at age 18 
оп average, two years later than the 
national norm. 

Unfortunately reading has de- 
clined across all age groups, except 
again for the youth, those in the 18 to 
24 age bracket, where the percentage 
of readers has in fact gone up. Does 
this mean that we read less as we 
grow older? I hope пог. 

Reading has also declined across 
all socioeconomic groups, except 
those in the AB class. Public school 
students now read fewer books, 
newspapers, magazines, and comics 
than they did in 2003, and as for pri- 
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vate school respondents, the slight in- 
crease in reading today is only among 
those reading comics. 

Ninety-six percent of urban respon- 
dents read, compared to 88 percent in 
the rural areas. This may be ex- 
plained by the lack of access to read- 
ing materials in areas far from city 
centers. 


Reading behavior 

Pinoys read anytime they want. Ev- 
idently, reading non-school books is 
nota habit for most people, except for 
some who read before going to sleep. 
‘The number of books read in the past 
year is seven on the average. 

An average of seven books a year is 
not too bad, but what is alarming is 
the median number of books read, 
which is a low three. This means that 
even if half the adult population of 
the Philippines have read three or 
more non-school books in the past 
year, the other half have read only аг 
most three, or worse, no books at all. 

Why do we read? More than 85 
percent of the respondents read to 
gain knowledge or more information. 
The rest read for enjoyment. Almost 
half of the readers read books by Fil 
ipino authors only, while the other 
half read both local and foreign 
books. 

However, the majority of the re- 
spondents, whether they read or not, 
have few books at home. (More than 
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of the nation 
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to illiteracy 


forty percent have at most only five 
books in their homes.) 

Why? Perhaps more readers prefer 
to read media other than print, such 
as the Net. Perhaps others turn to oth- 
er types of entertainment, such as TV. 
Perhaps the cost of books has become 
prohibitive for most of us. 

The survey does not analyze the 
reasons why, but the research team 
offers some recommendations. "The 
challenge is for booksellers and pub- 
lishers, printers and paper and ink 
manufacturers, to make more books 
affordable. The government can facil- 
itate this, as well as the financing of 
technology upgrades to make opera- 
tions more efficient and economical.” 

“Authors are also challenged to 
write more books, not just to enter- 
tain, but also to inform, to teach the 
readers skills or to convey to them 
practical knowledge. Community li- 
braries [should encourage] adults 
and out-of-school youth to like to 
read books; and educators, to teach 
students to read longer materials, 
such as books

The Pascuals decided to acquire the prop- 
erty and a landscaper was hired to turn it into

‘That “inaugural” event appears to have es- 
tablished a pattern for the garden. Now, more 
than a decade later, the garden has become a 
venue not just for family parties but also for 
get-togethers and other activities organized 
by Ligaya ng Panginoon, an organization 
committed to strengthening family relation- 
ships to which the Pascuals belong.

‘The garden itself has become a conjugal 
project for the Pascuals. The landscaper has 
long gone. Though there are two employees 
from Bulacan who keep the grounds clean 
and the plants trimmed and watered, the 
couple has divided the task of keeping their 
garden well-stocked and aesthetically orga- 
nized, 

Dr. Pascual, a graduate of pharmaceutical 
chemistry, chooses and collects the plants, 
applying the scientific process of trial and er- 
ror in deciding what will remain in the gar- 
den. 

“[first testa couple (of plants) to see if they 
are suitable to the garden, given its soil and 
the pests that thrive here,” he said. Not sur- 
prisingly the garden is filled with hardy and 
low-maintenance varieties like bromeliads, 
croutons (also known as San Francisco), 
fems and a variegated pandakaki, among 
others. 

Sylvia said, "Itis therapy for him, a respite 
from the stress of the corporate world.” He 
used to have a sizeable collection of orchids, 
his wife said, wanting to go into orchid farm- 
ing when he retired. But the exotic blooms 
needed a lot of attention, something the chair 
of the Filipino pharmaceutical firm Pascual 
‘Laboratories, a pioneer and leader in the pro- 
duction of generic drugs and scientifically de- 
veloped herbal formulations, was unable to 
provide given the demands of his job.

But as his plants increased in number, Pas- 
cual realized there had to be some sense of 
order and harmony in the garden so he asked 
his wife, who said she loved to fix their house, 
to apply her aesthetic sense to the greenery.

‘When a son built his house on the other 
side of the garden, wooden stairs were built 
making the greenery as much a part of the 
young Pascual's property as his parents. 

Though they are not next-door neighbors, 
members of the Ligaya ng Panginoon were 
also given access to the garden.

Philippines attracts | 
English-eager Koreans

the beaches; they're also here for 
some crash course in English. 

Korea, the Philippines’ largest single 
source of tourists, is now bringing in droves 
not just holidaymakers but also students 
"who wish to learn the English language. 

ÁStüdents account for 15-17 percent of 
Korean'‘tourists in the Philippines, accord- 
ing to the Philippine tourism attaché in 
Seoul, Maricon Basco-Ebron. As of April, 
14,400 Korean visitors have arrived here to 
enroll in language institutions or universi- 
ties around the country. 

“They like the Philippines because every- 
body speaks English. Its easier to learn; 
they get to practice everywhere," Ebron, 
who also heads the Department of Team’s 
‘Team Korea, said at the recent Korea Stu- 
dent Fair held in Seoul, a biannual event 
that brings together schools all over the 
‘world to attract students who wish to study 
abroad. The event draws in over 500 ex- 
hibitors from the United States, Canada, 
Australia, Europe and neighboring Asian 
titres. 


Cheaper cost 

While the Philippines is not a native En- 
glish-speaking country, the cheaper cost of 
English-based education here is a major 
come-on to Koreans, Ebron said. 

“Sending a child to the US for one year is 
equivalent to sending a child for two years 
їп the Philippines—plus the mom,” refer- 
ring to the fact that Korean parents could 
easily come to the country to check on their 
children and enjoy the sights as well. 

Hyunsook Oh, who works with the 
Philippine tourism office in Seoul, estimat- 
}. ed the cost of Korean university education 

at $4,000 per semester, or roughly four 
times the tuition for the same period in a 
major university in Metro Manila. 

She added: "The Philippines is relatively 
cheaper than the US, Canada or England. 
And it’s only 3% hours away so parents сап 
visit anytime. If they send the child to the 
US, the parents have to plan their visit."

two-month English as a Second Language 
(ESL) course or study for the TOEFL (Test 
of English as a Foreign Language) here as 
preparation for further education in anoth- 
ercountry. 

Younger students come in for language

travel agents also offer golf and dive camps, 
where young Korean athletes learn the 
sports’ lingo in English before they compete 
abroad.) 


New trend 

А trend of late has been to put up groups 
of students in rented homes located in posh 
gated villages like Ayala Alabang, equipped 
with resort-like facilities such as a swim- 
ming pool. A two-month program of this 
type costs about $2,800 per, and designed 
to create a good impression of the Philip- 
pines, Ebron said.

Oh said education is highly valued 
among Koreans. Children as young as 5 
years old are sent abroad, both “to study 
the English language and to experience a 
different culture." (The International 
School of Manila and Brent International 
School are among the top choice of Koreans 
here, Ebron noted.) 

“Its a fact that when you have English 
[language] skills, you're more competitive, 
whether you work [in Seoul] or abroad," 
‘Oh added. She herself earned two master's 
degrees in a US university. 

At the Korea Student Fair-Fall 2007 in 
Seoul, nine Philippine ESL schools partici 
pated, most of which are located in Cebu. 

“You know, most of the parents were at 
first just visiting the resorts,” Ebron said, 
“put that didn’t stop them from staying 
long-term for the education of their chil- 
dren... A Korean Airlines manager was sta- 
tioned [in the Philippines] for four years. 
He was to be recalled after his posting, but 
he opted to retire and stay for the sake of 
his children’s education,” 

The tourism department's participation 
in the fair has been quite productive, Ebron 
said, that she’s confident her office would 
meet its target of 650,000 Korean tourist 
arrivals by yearend, 110,000 of which she 
hopes will be students on their winter 
break. For the first eight months of 2007, 
439,000 Koreans visited the Philippines. 

“When we participated in the fair for the 
first time in 2004, we only had two booths 
without any design, just a nice photo,” 


Ebron recalled. 

“Then it became 10 booths. Last spring, 
we had 28 booths... Next we're going on а 
road show in Korean schools."

The only Filipino partici- 
pant, she became cooperator in 1993. 

Moscow has two Opus Dei priests, 
Fr, Fernando Vera and Father Anto- 
nio. 

In Moscow, Elizabeth attends Mass 
every day because her apartment is 
only a 20-minute walk from the 
church. The city has only two Catholic 
churches—St. Louis and the Immacu- 
late Conception of Blessed Virgin 
Cathedral. 


The prelature 

Opus Dei was founded in 1928 and 
approved by the bishop of Madrid in 
1941. In 1982, it was established as a 
personal prelature of the Catholic 
church.

THE CURRENT FILM “ENCHANTED” 
lives up to its title, delighting viewers with 
its whimsical yet knowing story about fairy- 
tale characters who inspire some modern- 
day New Yorkers to dream and love again, 
and are in turn taught to stop living exclu- 
sively in their slap-happily fantas- 
ticating nether world. 

Its protagonist is Giselle (Amy 
Adams), a cartoon figure who 
dreams of being swept off her feet by 
a fairytale prince. He (James Mars- 
den) does hover into view, but his 
evil stepmother aborts the romance 
by pushing Giselle into a deep well 

After her watery ordeal, she resur- 
faces on Times Square, of all places, 
and is instantly caught up in the 
metros hectic pace—the very an- 
tithesis of her idealistic and escapist 
mind-set, 

When the prince follows Giselle to New York 
City to rescue her, he finds that she's fallen for a 
handsome divorce lawyer (Patrick Dempsey). 
Thus, the film becomes а tug of war between 
real and fairytale beaus, and Giselle finds her- 
self changing in many significant ways. 

Ditto for the lawyer, who is inspired by 
Giselle to believe again in the beauty and pow- 
eroflove. 

‘To further spice up the brew, the evil queen 
(Susan Sarandon) and her henchman move 
heaven, earth and Never-Never Land to nip the 
romance in the bud. 

When the mad monarch unleashes her awe- 
some powers, the movie's visuals take a quan- 
tum leap forward to include awesome refer- 
ences to King Kong(!), with the queen transmo- 
grifying herself into а gigantic dragon that 
scales up to the top of the Empire State Build- 
ing at the movie's big-bang denouement. 

Some viewers may find this all-out finale too 
over-the-top, but we think its more tongue-in- 
cheek than anything else, and quite in keeping 
with the production's overall fantasticating air 

‘The film's weak points include its relatively 
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clumsy handling of secondary characters like 
the queen's henchman and Giselle chipmunk- 
sidekick. But the leads’ lively and focused por- 
trayals more than make up for these lapses, 
with Dempsey, Marsden and Sarandon win- 
ning top marks for their on-target work. 

Sarandon, in particular relishes 
her colorfully evil character, and 
her performance is headily phan- 
tasmagoric in effect. 

For his part, Marsden makes his 
prince both clueless and sweetly 
sself-obsessed, eliciting laughs with 
his sel disparaging portrayal. 

‘As for Adams and Dempsey, 
y they keep shifting between fanta- 

sy and reality but retain their be- 
lievability all the while. 

Other strengths include the deft 
and droll way that the movie 
spoofs old fairytale cartoon features’ chintzy 
conventions, like singing birds and cute mice 
helping the fantasy female lead dress up and 
clean the house, 

In the movies spoof version, the birds are 
mangy city pigeons and the mice have become 
scruffy rats—and flies and cockroaches are 
thrown in for good measurel What icky 
fun—and so much for roseately romantic sto- 
rytelling!

RAGIC WASTE IS THE CORE 

of the tragedies. A sense of 

great loss, of what could 
have been, is at the heart of tales 
that recur through the centuries. 

We know what happened to those peo- 
ple, we're familiar with their stories, but 
‘we don't get tired of listening or watch- 
ing—from Oedipus and Orestes evolving 
into Hamlet, from Romeo and Juliet to 
their latest reincarnations in backdoors, 
alleys and war zones. 

A counterpart to the ancient tragedies 
is the Doomed Celebrity biopic, the list of 
titles ever growing so that it now consti- 
tutes a film subgenre. (Is this symptomat- 
ic of the age?) 

The story is invariably about geniuses 
and/or artists nipped in the bud, among 
them Judy Garland, Jean-Michel 
Basquiat, Marilyn Monroe, James Dean, 
John Lennon, Elvis Presley, Jimi Hendrix, 
Janis Joplin, Jim, Morrison, Frida 
Kahlo—extraordinary personalities un- 
done in their prime by either a tragic flaw 
in their character or a modern equivalent 
offate. 


Great Emotionalist. 

„ Among them is that Great Emotionalist, 
Édith Piaf, the legendary French singer 
who died at 47 in 1963. Her life story 
proves to be one of the most inexhaustible 
source materials for both film and theater, 
quite possibly because itis one of the most 
tragic in the classic sense. 

In 1974, Guy Casaril released “Pi- 
af— The Early Years” (a.k.a. “The Sparrow 
of Pigalle”). In 1981, Howard Davies 
came up with “Piaf,” featuring the ac- 
claimed performance of Jane LaPortaire. 

Claude Lelouch’s 1983 "Edith and Mar- 
cel" focused on her love affair with the 
married Marcel Cerdan, Europe's welter- 
weight champ who died in a plane crash 
in 1949. The film starred his son. 

Now comes Olivier Dahan's version, 
“La Móme" (a.k.a. "La Vie en Rose,” or 
"The Passionate Life of Édith Piaf"), star- 
ring Marion Cotillard, which opened this 
year's Berlin International Film Festival. 

It was premiered in the country in Au- 
gust at Cinemanila and screened again 
last month at Cine Europa. This one 
would seem like a summation of all previ- 
ous Piaf biopics. 


Fragmented story 

Born Édith Giovanna Gassion in 1915, 
she was a small frail creature, thus the ep- 
ithet La Même Piaf, or The Little Sparrow. 

She was only 4'8", with a birdlike body 
and a clownish face, but with a loud, clear 
voice. 

Abandoned as a child by her mother 
Anetta (played by Clotilde Courau), she 
spent the happiest days of her childhood 

a brothel run by her paternal grand- 
mother, where she was raised by prosti- 
tutes. 

Her first major heartache occurred 
when she was forcibly taken away by her 
father Louis (Jean-Paul Rouve), separat- 
ing her from her surrogate mothers, to 

| live with him in the traveling circus where 
he was а contortionist. 

From being a melancholy errand girl in 
the circus, she soon evolved into a singer 
on the streets of Paris with her pal 
Мӧтопе (Sylvie Testud). 

Piaf started singing at 9 and profession- 
ally at 15. As early as then, people noted 
her lung power: personages like the 
nightclub impresario Louis Leplée (Gér- 
ard Depardieu); the poet-musician Ray- 
mond Asso (Mare Barbé); the long-suffer- 
ing talent manager Louis Barrier (the 
smoldering Pascal Greggory)—who guid- 
ed her to the top.

MARION Cotillard plays Edith Giovanna Gassion in “La Mome.” 


The film traces her phenomenal rise 
from street to cabaret to music hall, mov- 
ing in the rarefied world of Charles Az- 
navour and Jean Cocteau, until her name 
became sacrosanct on both sides of the At- 
lantic. She was a supporter of the French 
Resistance, and the discoverer of Yves 
Montand, who became her lover. 

But, as everyone knows, the gods are 
jealous of the fortune of mortals. And so 
every other affliction was visited upon our 
hapless heroine—from parental abandon- 
ment and the threat of blindness, to alco- 
holism, car accident, morphine addiction 
and rheumatism, to the loss of a beloved 
father figure, her own neglected child, 
and the love of her life. 

Probably to underscore a chaotic life 
and some really messy affairs, Dahan 
wields a frenetic camerawork and choppy 
editing. We can take fragmentary папа- 
tive, which French film has been specializ- 
ing in since the heyday of Godard, but 
here the scenes aren't just fragmented, 
they're virtually minced. 


Emotional pitch 

Even before the viewer has finished 
mulling over the situation on screen, or 
finds time to process the idea or relish the 
emotion, the scene rapidly changes from 
the present to flashback to flash-forward, 
so that almost every sequence feels like 
coitus interruptus. 

‘Add to this the heroine's abrasive char- 
acter, plus her capricious behavior and 
loud tantrums, and many of the scenes 
sound shrill, indeed. 
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of life 


But there are quiet, potent scenes: 5- 
year-old Edith (Manon Chevallier) with 
prostitute Titine (a horribly deglamorized 
Emmanuelle Seigner) visiting the shrine 
of St. Thérése of the Child Jesus at 
Lisieux, to pray for her recovery from ker- 
ай; her first date with Cerdan (Јеап- 
Pierre Martins) at a Manhattan deli; 
meeting Marlene Dietrich (Caroline Sil- 
hol) ina New York club. 

Certainly the film’s highlight is the 
episode when she receives news of Cer- 
dan's death. Itis a hallucinatory sequence 
done in one long elegant take, the camera 
following her as she runs from bedroom 
to living room through hallway and out to 
the concert stage and bursts into “Hymn 
toLove.” 

(In "Piaf" LaPortaire does a more re- 
strained but no less powerful rendition of 
this episode in which, after she has re- 
ceived the news, the scene segues into her 
onstage as she sings "La Vie en Rose,” 
staggers and collapses like a bird with a 
broken wing.) 

Cotillard’s performance, for now, is 
definitive. Her range, from the vibrant 
adolescent Edith to the prematurely dying 
Piaf, is frankly astonishing. 

Tn the film's last sequence, the scenes 
change from her deathbed to a flashback 
of her as a child to a final luminous shot of 
her singing “No, I Regret Nothing,” her 
devastated face in the spotlight, a white 
tragic mask evoking wasteland. 

Here, in a moment of calm acceptance 
and firm resolve, as the fever subsides, 
she attains an apotheosis à la grecque.

NEW YORK—ARETHA Franklin 
recounts working with greats like 
Frank Sinatra, Luther Vandross 
and Whitney Houston on her lat- 
est CD with such nonchalance, 
you might think she was dis- 
cussing the weather. 

Its not for lack of interest— 
the Queen of Soul calls Jewels of 
the Crown: All-Star Duets With 
The Queen," a “brilliant” album. 

Ies just that, unlike her raw 
performances, the legend rarely 
betrays much emotion in inter- 
views. 

Still, she can get animated, 
and when she does, it's a surpris- 
ing subject that draws her i 
Hollywood. Though Franklin 
had bit parts in the "Blues Broth- 
ers" movies and is trying to put 
together her own biopic, she 
wishes that she had had a larger 
presence in that medium. 


Color barrier 

“I have not gotten the offers 
from Hollywood that I would 
have liked to have gotten,” 
Franklin, 65, said during a re- 
cent phone interview with The 
Associated Press. "I don't under- 
stand why it's so hard for long- 
time artists in the music industry 
who have numerous awards and. 
citations and things like that to 
even get a pittance of an offer 
from Hollywood. What is the 
problem?” 

Franklin believes the answer 
is color barrier And she notes 
that many of her peers have fall- 
en victim to the same problem. 

“Other celebrated women like 
Dionne (Warwick) and Natalie 
(Cole) and Roberta Flack ... peo- 
ple like that, they weren't offered 
anything either. Its just so un- 
faic" 

Franklin doesn’t believe its 
getting any better for black en- 
tertainers, despite recent Oscar 
wins by the likes of 
Halle Berry and Jen- 
nifer Hudson. 

“Its alittle disappointing 
to see in 2007 that that 
kind of thing still happens, 
and you've got a huge set of dou- 
ble standards there,” she says. 
“Halle Berry is only one person 
—please!”

Franklin says opportunities in 
Hollywood for blacks come only 
when they create opportunities 
for themselves. To that end, she's 
working with producers to cre- 
ate a film about her own life, in 
which shed like to see Berry 
Hudson, or even Fantasia (who 
is featured on the new CD) por- 
tray her. Plans for a feature film 
fell through, but Franklin is in 
talks with a network to do a two- 
part series. A play is also in the 
works.

Unilab develops method to detect cancer drug resistance 

UNITED LABORATORIES INC (UNILAB), THE COUNTRY'S LARGEST AND LEADING PHARMACEUTI- 
cal and healthcare company, has developed a method to detect cancer drug resistance in human genes. 
‘The new method is helpful in determining better anti-cancer treatment among Filipino patients. Cancer 
is the third leading cause of illness and death among Filipinos. According to the Department of Health, 
about 53 cases per 100,000 population occurs every year in the country. While many types of cancer 
аге treatable, some types are resistant to anti-cancer drugs, caused by Multi-Drug Resistance (MDR1) 
‘genes in certain cancer cells. "MDR1 genes encode for P-glycoprotein which, when produced in exces- 
‘sive amounts, acts as a pump that actively expels anti-cancer drugs," explains Unilab medical director 
Dr. Alexander Tuazon. “This results in resistance to anti-cancer drug and consequently, a failure in treat- 
ment." Unilab's method to detect cancer drug resistance was developed by one of its Filipino scientists. 
Dr. Leila Florento who specifically studied leukemia cells. Dr. Florento developed the method after dis- 
covering the over-production of P-glycoprotein by MDR1 genes in cancer patients with chronic myel- 
‘ogenous leukemia who failed anti-cancer treatment. "By knowing cancer cell gene's resistance to anti- 
cancer drugs, doctors are abie to prescribe better anti-cancer medication to Filipino patients to ensure 
their treatment,” notes Dr. Tuazon.

‘As Guest of Honor during the 
Jaunching of the VCSR at the 
Adamson University Theater 
last Sept. 27, the Vice President 
was in a way reciprocating the 
host, his friend Fr. Atilano 
“Nonong” Fajardo, С.М. In the 
past, they worked hand-in-hand 
in the North and South Rail relo- 
tation project, the former in his 
capacity as Chair of the Housing 
and Urban Development Coor- 
dinating Council (HUDCC) and 
the latter as Deputy Director of 
Philippine Action for Communi- 
ty Shelter-led Initiatives (PAC- 
$D. Both worked out the orderly 
relocation of railway slum 
dwellers, in the process earning 
for Fr. Nonong the moniker “Fr. 
Riles.” 

Vice President Noli de Castro 
still heads the HUDCC,and Fr. 
Nonong is now the Director of 
‘Adamson University’s Integrat- 
ed Community Extension Ser- 
vices (ICES)-the school's out- 
Feach arm and coordinator for 
the Archdiocese Housing Min- 
istry. The VCSR is the brainchild 
ofthe new director, part of his 
efforts at making the ICES more 
participative by tapping Adam- 
son University’s institutional, 
academic, professional, student, 
and technological resources. 
VCSR intends to engage Adam- 
son's academic community not 
only in the Barangay-level out- 
teach activities, but more deeply 
and directly in the broader idea 
of nation-building. Eventually, 
this groundbreaking initiative 
will include other schools, espe- 
cially those under the South 
Manila Inter-Institutional Con- 
gortium (SMIC) of which 
Adamson University is an active 
member. And this early Fr 
Nonong is already toying with 
the idea of harnessing the whole 
country’s academic community

Qatar Airways unveils European expansion during winter 2007/08 schedules 


QATAR AIRWAYS HAS UNVEILED ITS NEW 
winter 2007/08 schedules with additional Eu- 
ropean capacity being the highlight of the air- 
lines expansion plans. The recently-intro- 
duced Doha-Geneva route has been upgraded. 
with an additional flight taking capacity up to 
five services a week.

From 1950-1984, the high voltage overhead transmission ines (ОНТ ofthe 
National Power Corporation (NPC) were designed at 165kph maximum wind 
velocity or gust wind. in 1985, was increased o 185 kph: 

in the latter part ol 1988, the 230 КУ Naga-Tivi Line, which was energized in 
1978, wes heavy damaged by a typhoon with a maximum gust wind ol 235 kph. 
Other transmission lines, which wore designed at 165 kph maximum wind 
velocities, were also damaged. NPC then created a Task Force in 1900 which 
conducted the Stuctral Review ol Strength of NPC's Steel Towers:

clubs" to "bars and restau- 
rants thus the monikers 
about me—from "Disco King" 
to "King of the Nightlife" and 
“Party King.” 

‘These are all very flattering, thank 
уоп, but how this all came about was 
far from the rosy picture many people 
have of the business. 

This editorial and the other articles 
will attempt to show my roller-coaster 
ride from “Disco to Dining” and the var- 
ious events, scenarios and problems 
that we encounter along the way, and 
how difficult it is to stay on top. Hope- 
fully this will give more of an insight on 
the fun and foibles of a very interesting 
occupation. 

But first let me take you through a 
brief history of my establishments. 

‘There had been two or three previ- 
ous dance clubs or discos before 
Stargazer, but none of them had the im- 
pact and the dynamism of Stargazer 

The right element here was primari- 
ly the good location. The other ingredi- 
ents were good service, the right music 
and good crowd control. It's the formu- 
Ja T had adapted from all the clubs Thad 
been to around the world. 

In August 1980, Biboy Enriquez 
asked me to run Stargazer, a dis- 
co/dance club at the top of ће Silahis 
Hotel. 

1 introduced the 
membership саг, 
which turned out to be 
а phenomenal success. 
If you didn't have a 
card, you had to pay 
the entrance fee. If you 
did have a card, it was good for you 
plus three guests. Above that you had 
to pay. 

So I distributed the cards to the 
Who's Who in Manila society, the party 
crowd basically, and the card became a 
much-coveted item. 

The “card” eventually became the 
key to social and party status in a town 
where the nightspots would play a ma- 
јог role in Мапйа young but vibrant 
‘entertainment scene. It was great. Fan- 
tastic music, great décor, beautiful view 
of Manila Bay, gorgeous and sexy wom- 
еп everywhere. You know what 1 
mean, 

The biggest problem and the first-ev- 
‘er major hassle was a shooting death at 
the elevator lobby, which I would 
rather not get into. And as you read on 
you shall see why. 


‘Mr, Disco" 

‘After Stargazer came Louie Ys, 
where I finally established myself as МЕ 
Disco and put my name in lights. 
Perched on the top floor of the Hyatt on 
the boulevard, it likewise had а breath- 
taking view of the bay and pioneered

the use of laser lighting and TV moni- 
torsin discos. 

I still maintain that the music of that 
era (1979 to mid-80s) was and still is 
the best dance music. Even present-day 
club music is going back to that good 
soulful sound with “remixes” and adap- 
tations of old hits, much the same way 
guys like Rod Stewart and others do 
with the old romantic ballads and love 
songs. 

Afer I closed Louie Y's after the Edsa 
Revolution, the Boulevard 
scene began to fade away 
and other clubs started to 
sprout in Makati, such as 
Rumors and Culture Club. 

I decided to join the band- 
wagon and began looking 
for the right spot. 

Meanwhile, 1 opened 
up a place called Pare with a restaurant 
called Kuya on йз terrace. It was the 
first dark and cavelike private ball- 
room club catering to an older, spend- 
ing crowd. In other words, Pare was not 
a disco. It was a small согу dance club 
with the occasional live band that 
played a mixture of Latin, soul and Eu- 
тореап dance music. 

Unfortunately, Pare was short-lived. 

It lasted about a year-and- 
„ı~ аай probably because 1 
started to concentrate on 
Rm the bigger picture. 
Euphoria 

Eventually I was fortu- 
nate enough to get the old 
Where Else at the Intercon 
and turn it into Euphoria. The hotel did 
not want to operate it and it was up for 
bids, so we (Biboy Enriquez, Sonny 
Lim, Bengy Toda and Iñigo Zobel) de- 
cided to make a go for it. I had finally 
found the right location and we outbid- 
ded several others who wanted it. 

We opened Euphoria on Dec. 5, 
1987, and it became an instant hit. 
Faces had opened the year before and 
we, more or less, competed for the 
same market until Faces had to close up. 
in the mid-90s. 

Toward the latter-middle part of Eu- 
phoria, Giraffe opened in '94 or '95, 
and that was a very successful bar, 
which Tonyboy Cojuangco and his 
gang owned. We kept Euphoria until I 


sold itin'99. 

After the whole disco phase I decid- 
ed to open my own little club-bar called 
Venezia with Philip Cruz, Ed Roxas and 
Tigo, but Euphoria was still open. 
Venezia was opened in March of 1997 
and wasan instant hit. 

For three years 1 ran both Euphoria 
and Venezia simultaneously. I had to 
park one of my cars in one place and 
another car in the other place so people. 
would know that I was there. I had to 
shuffle back and forth and it was tiring. 

It was always important, though, 
that you were perceived to be around 
because a lot of people usually liked to 
come to a place where they knew the 
‘owner and knew he was around. It was 
that personal. 

‘And I believe that it still is but to a 
lesser extent now as the market has 

grown by leaps and 
bounds and it's almost 
impossible to know 
everyone. The owner 
has to really personify 
the establishment; 
theyre one and the 
same. 

Eventually I had to focus my atten- 
tion on one place. In this business its 
hard to spread yourself thin because 
you may end up losing both. Fortunate- 
ly I was able to find a willing buyer and 
sold Euphoria to Mark Jimenez, who 
transformed it back to Where Else. I 
concentrated on Venezia for five years 
then renovated it and called it V-Bar for 
three years. 


Another shooting 

After another unfortunate shooting, 
which resulted in a tragic death, plus 
the competition posed by new clubs 
and bars in newer and more conve- 
nient locations, we decided to give the 
place a total makeover and a new name 
to try and erase the stigma of the shoot- 
ing. 

We called it Citrus, a really cool setup 
with crisp and clean interiors and a to- 
tally new look. Unfortunately the 
makeover did not erase the stigma. You 
can have as many fist fights, catfights, 
hair-pulling, table-and-chair throwing 
incidents in a club, especially when 
celebrities are involved, and you'll still 
be okay 

But one shooting is the kiss of death. 
So we decided to sell the venue. As I 
write this piece it will have been five 
days since a tragic blast at Glorietta 2 
blew away the bar and resulted in the 
building having to be condemned and 
rebuilt. 

Its still a profitable business mainly

because of alcohol sales. In every club 
that I had before my foray into the 
restaurant burî ıess, the sales would 
basically be 95-percent booze and 5- 
percent food. Venezia was opened as a 
place where you could have lunch and 
dinner, but when it became known asa 
nightspot, we stopped serving lunch 
but continued to serve heavy bar chow. 

So when I evolved to my first restau- 
rant, Nuvo, it suddenly became a more 
complicated situation. Its fine dining 
and you're in a strip with equally good 
places. But we were the first on that 
strip of Greenbelt 2. 

Faced with the daunting task of cre- 
ating a new and exciting 
idea of fine dining 
and bar, ту 
‘Venezia/V-Bar part- 
ners and T decided 
to spare no expense 
to open Nuvo. 

Chef Billy King was 
hired to run the kitchen, and I integrat- 
ed a nice bar concept with an al-fresco 
lounging and dining area, which up to 
the present really has no equal in that 
part of the Ayala Center. 

The formula here is basically the 
same. Expats and up-market locals 
(age demographic: 21-60) like the 
place for its food, personalized service 
and soothing music. It’s a great place to 
people-watch and just relax and enjoy 
good company. 

We are now in the process of reno- 
vating the mezzanine of Nuvo to be a 
cozy smoking lounge with modem lux- 
urious interiors and an extra dash of 
panache. 

As this goes to print, we would have 
most likely opened and hopefully with 
abang. 


Silk 

In the case of Silk, our newest baby, 
which we opened exactly a year ago, it 
is totally my wife Cecil's idea. Being 
avowed foodies, we 
love to eat and eat 
well. We love enter- 
taining at home. i 

Afavoritecuisineof $ | 
ours is Thai and be- flak Si 
cause of an affinity I 
have with Thailand where I have many 
old friends, we would travel there at 
least twice a year to visit, shop and eat. 

Cecille eventually became such a 
natural with Thai food, we would serve 
it de rigueur during intimate dinners 
with friends. Everybody loved her 
cooking so much and many prodded us 
to open a Thai restaurant 

So off went Cecille back and forth to 
Bangkok and Chiang Mai for six 
months to hone up on her Thai culinary 
skills and learn about the tastes and fla- 
vors of that interesting and delicious 
Asian cuisine. 

The success of Silk I attribute com- 
pletely to Cecille, who, while I was do- 
ing my thing with Venezia and Nuvo 
(we were married in 1998), would ob- 
serve and absorb the ins and outs of op- 
erating the business, from the financial 


side to the personnel to the kitchen. 
She brought it up another notch. We 
opened Silk as pioneers at Serendra, 
and to this day it has been an astound- 
ing success. 

(Hats off, Darling!) 

Iwas more or less forced to evolve to 
a business that required less ong nights 
because I was getting older and hard- 
put to keep up with the hardcores. 

When my friends see the new clubs 
succeeding, they say, “Louie, how come 
you're not doing this? These are gold 
mines.” And I respond by saying, "Yeah, 


know I don't really 
know most of the 
young crowd 
anymore." 
You have to 
have a continu- 
ous network. Once 
you're absent from it for a while, 
you tend to lose it. 

Even in Nuvo I have a team of people 
who help me with my events through- 
out the week. But it doesn’t stop me 
from investing in other ventures like 
what I'm doing with Erik Cua. 

Tm looking forward to joining Erik 
and his new “members only” club next 
to Embassy, which is opening in Jan- 
чагу 

So my evolution into fine dining was 
inevitable. It was a natural progression. 
1 have no regrets at all, even though 
things didn't turn out exactly how I 
wanted them to be. 

Whats missing is a bigger market be- 
cause there's too much competition 
now in Manila and it is a feat to be on 
top. 

Twould have liked to see Manila be- 
come like Hong Kong ог Shanghai 
where there are tons of clubs and they 
are all doing well thanks to their super 
economies and an influx of quality 
tourists and expats. 

Tam very proud to say, though, that 
as far as discos, 
clubs and bars are

lef my mark. 

My profession- 
al evolution ran parallel to my personal 
life, and to the evolution of Manila's 
nightlife in general. Its still possible 
that someone can come up to me and 
give me an electric shock to start a new 
lub. It all depends on certain factors. If 
everything is in place then there might 
be a possibility І guess Ill never 
quit just fade away.

ANAGING A RESTAURANT IS 

trickier than it looks. It's a lot of 

businesses in one business. Be- 

les making sure the food is good, owners 

serve as hosts, bosses, and budget-watch- 
ers all at once. 

“People often look at the food-service in- 
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from a small cocktail lounge, where you 
had a small dance floor to wiggle your 
body to the wide disco floor at this ultra- 
posh setting called Louie Y's, natch. 

The view alone was worth the effort to 
во there, and the music barely gave the 
clientele enough time to sit down, have 
their drink and watch the beautiful crowd 
of Manila. And yes, dahlings, the in crowd 
would drive all the way to the bay area. 

But in Makati was a small disco that had 
sleek cars parking outside, as far as your 
eyes could see. It was simply called Zig- 
Zag, owned by the late Ogie Salonga and 
Dante Silverio. After this, disco clubs start- 
ей mushrooming in Makati faster than you 
could bat an eyelash, such as Culture Club, 
where the hip set could be found, and the 
pulsating Mars at the entrance of San 
Lorenzo Village facing Pasay Road. 

The big thing was dancing on the ledges 
in front of the disc jockey's booth. You had 
celebrities teasingly doing a strip act, giris 
and boys of social standing showing off 
their dancing body language. Would you 
believe, even moi was one of those on the 
ledges sometimes, but only when I was 
pushed to dance there, with enough booze 
in me to dare to do so, palanggas. 


Rumors, Faces 

Rumors was an even bigger disco club, 
which could hold more than 1,000 in one 
body-to-body weekend night. Mari Lag- 
dameo, the late Ogie S. and their pals were 
the hotshots of the place. 

Faces bloomed next, like a flower you'd 
want to preserve forever. Bobong Velez and 
Irene Martel Francisco were the king and 
queen of this club, which was even bigger 
than Rumors. 
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There were, of course, those dark cor- 
ners of the club where Id spot many mar- 
ried men on a night out, without their 
wives—ooops! 

‘Adding more dash to the place, Bobong 
V put in a small café-resto where the hun- 
gry could put back the calories they lost 
from dancing, to recharge and startall over 
again rock ‘n rolling on the dance floor. 

The next ultra-chic place was Euphoria, 
at the lower level of the Intercontinental 
Hotel in Makati, mostly because of Louie Y, 
who took over the place and successfully 
lorded it over for years. I christened Louie 
"Disco King." 


Changes 

Somehow the style changed during the 
late '80s or '90s. A different kind of sound 
жаз born and disco gradually died a nat 
ral death, dahlings, as bar-restos tool 
place. 

You had the super-popular Giraffe, 
where you had stand-up tables and the 
most fantastic sounds, sending the clien- 
tele into a frenzy, dancing wherever they 
found space to do so, which was not 
hard at all, since almost everyone was 
doing the same thing, 

Among the hot namedroppables who 
owned Giraffe were Tony Boy Cojuang- 
co, Al Tengco, Bubut Quicho and Ting 
Feliciano. It was where international su- 
permodel Anne Bayle (who was in town 
for a breather from her modeling stints 
in Europe and New York) met her future 
American husband, who, by chance, was 
also in transit in Manille on a business 
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dustry as a kind of pass-through job. But it 
is not just about cooking; it's more about 
discipline, commitment and organization," 
says Margarita Fores, owner of Cibo, Café 
Bola and Pepato. 

Colin McKay, owner of Sala and People's 
Palace, says his life revolves around his 
restaurants. "I attend to my businesses 24/7. 
Tm very hands-on, especially with the prepa- 
ration of meals and drinks. 1 like to maintain 
authenticity. Otherwise, the restaurants 
whole concept might go off-tangent." 

When Fores opened Cibo 10 years ago, 
no one could have predicted it would be a 
bellwether for a new style of casual Italian 
restaurant. Since then, Fores has opened 
nine more Cibos, and two Café Bola and 
Pepato outlets each. 

Fores proudly says that the sole purpose 
of her restaurants is to return to the true 
craft of cooking by simplifying the ele- 
ments of taste and technique. She follows 
that idea with rigor. 

For McKay great cooking is foremost tasty 
cooking, not just wacky experiments at the 
guests’ expense. A great cook knows the 
mysterious chemistry of food but, like Mc- 
Kay brings it all to bear in an effort to please. 


Home-style cooking 

‘An accounting graduate, Fores didn’t at- 
tend formal cooking classes. She went to 
Italy in the late '805 to work in restaurant 
kitchens and learn home-style cooking for 
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eight months. 

“Home-style cooking takes longer but 
its what makes our restaurants 
unique—being able to produce food of 
higher quality,” she says. 

Upon her return to the Philippines, she 
dabbled in catering and, at the same time, 
learned the ropes of running a restaurant 
atan Italian diner in Cubao, Quezon City It 
took her three years to decide on going 
full-time in the business, 

McKay, a graduate of hotel and restau- 
rant management, used to work in Hong 
Kong, Australia and Scotland. “During my 
visits to the Philippines, 1 noticed that no 
one was serving European food. It was al- 
ways American or pseudo-Italian food," 
says McKay, whose passion for food was ig- 
nited when he was just a kid. 

Inspired by Malate's diverse crowd of din- 
ers and bargoers, he opened Joy in 1998 and 
People's Palace the following year. 

But when many dining establishments in 
Malate started to close down in 2004, Mc-

Kay transferred to Makati, which, for him, 
was a very good move. People's Palace, 
Sala and Sala Bistro are all located in 
Greenbelt. “One is European, the other 
Asian. Everyone does Chinese, Japanese 
and Korean. There was hardly anybody 
who was doing Thai food so I went to Thai- 
Jand and studied its cuisine.” 


Challenges 

Opening a restaurant is the classic arm- 
chair entrepreneur fantasy. But the reality 
is not exactly dreamy. The business un- 
doubtedly is filled with uncertainty and 
can be affected by unforeseen factors. 

Escalating energy prices, rising interest 
rates, high staff turnover, long hours, a 
labyrinth of regulation and holidays falling 
on the calendar—all can conspire against 
restaurateurs, wreaking havoc on business 
by squelching sales or eating away at al- 
ready thin margins. 

Everyone in the restaurant business can 
relate to some—or all—of the aforemen- 
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that change the picture of the restaurant 
industry,” Fores says. 

When Fores opened Cibo in 1997 in Glori- 
etta, Makati, she “would get a high from 
cooking, serving tables, seeing many diners 
who would create a lot of buzz about our 
resto. It was a logistical challenge to accom- 
modate everybody in such a small place.” 

But it was also a first for Fores to see the 
displeasure of people who could not be ac- 
commodated despite having made reserva- 
tions and to be embarrassed by waiters 
who forgot orders. 

For McKay, the sourcing of ingredients 
has been a tough challenge. “Especially 
when we moved to Makati because the vol- 
ume of sales went up like 10 times. We now 
serve 80 pomelo salads a day. And that’s a 
whole lot of pomelo. But moving stocks 
most of the time is a good thing because it 
means the food we serve is always fresh.” 

Although his businesses have been af- 
fected by the recent explosion in Glorietta, 
McKay says he “has confidence in Ayala 
that they'll check everything properly and 
make sure this won't happen again.” 


Toughest job 
Of the restaurateurs’ jobs-within-a-job, 
managing staff can be the toughest. In- 
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gles’ club. So where the gals are, the boys 
(including big businessmen and polit 
cians) are, too, di bala 

There's also the popular Warehouse 135 
that sizzles with fun happenings. It is led by 
Domini Primero, no less. 


„ Night life 

Fast-forward. Naturellement, we have 
Nuvo, still one of the best places to go to. 
Good food, good company, great music 
and, thank goodness, Louie Ysmael. Yes, 
palanggas, from Disco King to King of the 
Night Life, Louie rides on. 

For after late, late-night partying, its 
gotta be Capone's in Salcedo Village, 
Makati, a bar-resto that serves breakfast 
with the best tapa and fried rice this side of 
Batangas. Here you can be sure you'll be 
welcomed by the main man, young en- 
trepreneur Joey Server. 

And I must include here Christine San 
Diego's Absinth, consistently being a bar 
опе goes to to have a real good time. 

‘And as moi can see, the ongoing trend is 
definitely the disco revival. There is an un- 
explainable energy everywhere. The 
restaurants, bars, clothes and shops—ev- 
erything is more optimistic, palanggas. The 
restaurant scene has remained, as always 
with bars and dancing clubs, packing them 
in like a tin of sardines. 


Clashes 

Once there was this beautiful married 
woman, de alta sociedad, who threw her 
full glass of Bloody Mary at a gorgeous 
young heiress who had just come back 
from one of the most chi-chi schools in Eu- 
rope, who was flirting back with the beau- 
tiful woman's husband. 

And there was also this glamorous lady 
who threw an ashtray at a model because 
she caught her husband with the model in 
one of those popular clubs 1 had mentioned 
above. 

Last, but definitely not least, was the ul- 
tra-glam socialite who caught her husband. 
in the arms of a starlet in a private club. She 
threw the champagne bottle at him, but 
missed. 

Cosmo Manille is moving constantly and 
quickly and we are part of it. Now, isn't that 
great, palanggas? 

“T love the night life, 1 love to boogie...” 
Now, you sing from there, palanggas. 
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that feels rewarding. Or when guests say 
they love our food, that touches me be- 
cause pleasing guests is important." 

‘After 20 years in the business, Fores does 
not have a tinge of regret. "I don't feel like 
winding down. I still enjoy it as much as I 
did 20 years ago. But my fulfillment lies in 
seeing how my staff have changed, learned 
to love the business and feel better about. 
themselves." 


Better management 

Despite the uncontrollable variables that 
affect the industry, a lot of restaurateurs 
have learned to manage their enterprises 
with better business intelligence and plan- 
ning. 

“One has to be always full of ideas. And 
when the stakes get higher and the budget 
bigger, focus on your market’s needs and 
wants. Apply your style to the concept that 
would cater to them,” McKay says. 

Fores believes that the proof of success is 
when a restaurant has lasted for more than 
five years, "There's so much competition 
nowadays. So you have to keep reinvent- 
ing your enterprise and keep holding pro- 
mos. Know how to manage your costs and 
revenues. You must also possess good so- 
cial skills to stay long in this business.” 
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Even adult diners are expected to behave well like kids

VER BEEN ANNOYED BY A LOUD 
diner seated, of all places, next to 
your table, just when you were in the 

mood for a quiet dinner? You know, the kind 
who lets out an obnoxious laugh, exposing 
his molars and amalgams, with a piece of 
lettuce stuck between his teeth? You not on- 
ly learn his entire life story during the rapid- 
fire exchange but also realize he badly 
needs to see his dentist as well. Like, right 
now. 

‘Chef and restaurateur Cecille Ysmael, op- 
erator of Silk at Serendra, The Fort, a Thai- 
food specialty resto, has probably seen it all 
‘Almost all forms of quirks and foibles, that 
is. 

Ysmael said it takes loads of dedication, 
tons of hard work and passion to manage а 
restaurant especially since you run the risk 
of bumping into a myriad of personalities 
that are, well, not always pleas- „p-ar 
ant. It is one thing to pursue 
your calling, and another to 
Submit to what your clients 
want. 

Take, for instance, spices. 
When eating Thai you expect, 
at the very least, a little kick on ` 
the palate—but of course 
Spices, after all, define Thai 
cuisine. Still, said Ysmael, she 
gets occasional customers who 
expect nil—as in nada—spice 
at all in their food. That would 
be like stepping into an Italian 
diner and demanding to see 
crepes on its dolce menu. 

But like a good restaurateur, 
Ysmael complies, but not without explain- 
ing how much of the intrinsic taste will be 
lost. “What's going to happen to my soup? 
That would be like eating sinigang," she 
said. 


Reservations 

Bet you don't RSVP The French phrase 
"réspondez, s'il vous plait," meaning "please 
reply" is lost among Filipinos. In Western 
culture an invite with RSVP requires a 
prompt reply, preferably on the same day 
the invite was received. But not so in the 
Philippines, which is probably why Filipinos 
have an offhand attitude toward restaurant 
reservations. 

‘The attitude, in fact, is too casual itis de- 
plorable. A typical 7 p.m. reservation, said 
Ysmael, will be occupied а whole two hours 
later. Or, for Scenario 2, a sole representa- 
tive will be sent to hold an entire table for 
15, while the rest of the group would arrive. 
in trickles after an hour or so. Or, for Sce- 
nario 3, it’s a no-show at all. In a business 
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that depends largely on diner turnover, situ- 
ations like these are real deal breakers, Ys- 
тае! said. 

Whatever happened to the simple cour- 
tesy of calling and explaining you won't 
make it or you will be late? Go ahead and 
lie. Make up a story. Pretend you slipped in 
the bathroom and broke a toe, however 
logical that sounds. Just please inform the 
restaurant of your cancellation or 
change of reservation. What's even 
worse, Ysmael said, is when the 
client doesn't pick up when the 
restaurant calis to confirm the 
reservation. 

While some people are 
content copying items on the 
menu—yes, oddly enough 
that really happens—others 
actually steal the entire 
menu! Are you guilty of sneak- 
ing into your purse that lovely 

cus flatware? Unless

я Abuses 
Abuses come in many forms. 

Senior-citizen cardholders, 

bless their hearts, are often 

caught guilty of pretending to 

pay for the entire group when 

the 20-percent discount should 

only be applicable to the card- 
А balikbayan even 
flashed her US-issued senior-citizen card 
upon payment. The discount was granted, 
said Ysmael, who rationalized the old lady 
deserved a discount, although she ex- 
plained the Philippines only honors Philip- 
pine-issued IDs. 

In family-oriented restaurants, many par- 
ents take advantage of the eat-all-you-can 
rice promo. Adults order a plate of rice for 
their child, for instance, and repetitively ask 
the waiter to fill up the child's plate as they 
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stealthily scoop tablespoon 3i 
of rice off the child's plate, not knowing that 
table attendants keep track of the rice serv- 
ings. Worse, when charged for extra plates, 
these types refuse to pay up! 
“As parents these people are setting a bad 
example to their children,” Ysmael said. 
‘Another appalling behavior she noticed is 
the way Filipino customers treat the wait 
staff as if they were their personal 
servants. “I feel bad whenever 
guests raise their voice at 
my staff or treat them like 
second-class citizens. You 
cannot do that abroad, yet 
sadly many Filipinos are 
guilty of that,” she said. 


Protocol 

At a fine-dining restau- 
rant, itis standard protocol 
for a waiter to place the 
napkin on a guests lap. Some 
clients, however, refuse this 
service. That should be fine if on- 
ly they know how to speak kindly to 
the attendants, Ysmael said. More often the 
poor waiter is told off, as the high-and- 
mighty diner is perfectly capable of putting 

his/her own napkins on his/her lap! 

There are also diners who complain the 
food is unsatisfactory after wiping their 
plates clean, and refuse to pay for the entire 
meal. How they consumed to the last 
morsel a supposedly bad meal is a mystery. 
Don't like the food? Then don't eat it. Peri- 
od. 

Many diners are aware of restaurants' 
policy on a standard corkage fee. Unfortu- 
nately, many balk at the thought of paying 
extra for the wine or booze they bring їп. 
Unless you own the place or once saved the 
owner's child from drowning in the bath, 
come on, pay for corkage. Business is busi- 
ness. And unless you want to be chased by 
the chef with his cleaver, never bring in your 
own food, Please. 

Just because you're going to spend good 
money doesn’t mean you're entitled not to 
follow the dress code and walk in a restau- 
rant in your funky flipflops or shorts. You 
will not be turned away, said Ysmael—we 
Filipinos are too polite—but you will most 
likely find yourself uncomfortable in the 
company of diners dressed to the nines. 

When service is good and food is great, 
leaving a tip is an excellent way of showing 
your appreciation even if you're not plan- 
ning to come back. And you will come back 
if the experience was satisfactory. Unless 
you don’t mind the sarcastic whispers be- 
hind your back and earning the reputation 
as the cheap diner, tipping at least 10 per- 
cent of the total bill isa must.

{ I WOULD LIKE TO TAKE YOU THROUGH A 
| few aspects of the trade and some of the in- 
herent problems we encounter in clubs and 
restaurants 

The losers. Overly intoxicated, extremely 
obnoxious, overbearing customers. They come 
from every sector in society. They are rude to 
the staff and many still strut with that do-you- 
know-who-l-am attitude. Security always has 
to be on the lookout for a sudden flare-up or 
‘commotion and be able to neutralize it as soon 
аз possible. Any club owner will tell you that 
there are numerous circumstances for such 
events to happen and it goes without saying 
that they're “bad for business.” 

‘Runaways, signing privileges and con- 
trol systems. There are customers who order 
and then just take off without paying. That 
normally happens when a club is full, and 
that used to happen a lot because Filipinos are. 
not used to the American pay-as-you-order 
system. Here you get a lot of “minamadali mo 
yata ako” and “bakit, mukha bang tatakbuhan 
ko ang bill?” But they don't realize that it's 
hard to control when there are so many peo- 


ple moving around. So if a club is full and the 
customer is not a good paying regular, it's best 


to implement the “pay as you order" system if 


youre standing up and intend to move 
around. If you have а table then you can run 
up a tab with your card. VIP areas in clubs 
don't usually have this problem. 1 would lose 
around 1 or 2 percent a month on “run- 
aways.” And if it got out of hand, what we do 
is charge it to the staff assigned to the area so 
they would make sure that the customers 
‘would not leave without paying. 

You have to be very careful about giving 
credit or signing privileges. Many good cus- 


tomers who are close friends inadvertently 


leave without even signing their order slips, ei- 
ther because they are in a hurry or they forget. 
Most pay when they come back but there are a 
few who, when approached with their previ- 
ous ЫП, refuse to acknowledge it, or when the 
poor messenger comes to collect, he gets 
cursed from head to toe, even after as much as 
80 days of delinquency. What these people 
don't realize is that we are a business like any 
other that depends on cash flow and we are 
not even charging interest for the convenience. 
But again its ticklish because it is also а “privi- 
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lege,” but one that should not be abused. 

There are also the “spoiled bartenders” or 
“sukis” who, if your system is flawed and you 
have such rascals, will accept a big tip at the 
beginning of the night from a cheap and 
scheming customer and pour endless drinks 
to the guest 

Tip pocketing and syndicates. Always 
keep the staff happy, make them good 
troupers and a "family" But implement а 
good control system so that your staff won't 
be tempted to exploit the family cama- 
raderie. Which brings me to "tip pocketing" 
and syndicates. 

The normal policy for our establishments is 
to pool the tips, to be shared equally by the ser- 
vice and kitchen staff. Its basically an honor 
system where, if you are observed to have 
pocketed a tip instead of dropping it in the tip 
box, you are disgraced by your colleagues for 
having essentially stolen from your co-equals, 
and are subject to a stern warning and/or pos- 
sible dismissal. The obvious reason for this ex- 
ercise is so that the staff is equally attentive 
and courteous to everyone and favoritism is 
minimized. 

Syndicates can also be a bane in this busi- 
ness. There will always be the few rotten eggs 
who will entice the new and naive to join a 
syndicate. They could form syndicates in the 
kitchen or the service staff and even go in са- 
hoots with the security. Pilferage of linen, uten- 
sils and food and beverage inventory can also 
bea problem. 

The solution to this is continuous hands- 
on management in every aspect, and being 
keenly circumspect of situations that may 
lead to some of your “family” going astray. 
Personally, 1 am very proud of our staff at 
Nuvo and Silk for their dedication to work 
and keeping with the high standards de- 
manded of the trade.

Income gap among black and white families grows 


Incomes among white men, 

meanwhile, were relatively stag- 

nant, while those of white women 

increased more than fivefold. 
Going up 

“Overall, incomes are going up. 
But not all children are benefiting 
equally from the American 
dream,” said Julia Isaacs, a fellow 
at the Brookings Institution, a 
Washington think tank. 

Isaacs wrote a series of three 
reports that looked at the incomes 
of parents in the late 1960s and 
early 1970s, and of their grown 
children 30 years later. Isaacs 
compared the incomes of parents 
who were in their 30s with the in- 
comes of their children, once they 
reached the same age group. 


` 


Parents have long hoped that 
their children would grow up to be 
more successful than they were. 
Hopes were especially high for 
black children who came of age 
following the civil rights move- 
ment of the 1960s. 

The reports found that about 
two-thirds of the children surveyed 
grew up to have higher family in- 
comes than their parents had 30 
years earlier. 

Grown black children were just 
as likely as whites to have higher 
incomes than their parents. How- 
ever, incomes among whites in- 
creased more than those of their 
black counterparts. 

The result: In 2004, a typical 
black family had an income that 
was only 58 percent of a typical 


white family’s. In 1974, median 
black incomes were 63 percent 
those of whites. 

“Too many Americans, whites 
and even some blacks, think that 
the playing field has indeed lev- 
eled,” said Marc Morial, president 
and CEO of the National Urban 
League. 

It has not, he added. 


Inadequate schools 


“We are like fingers on the 
hand," Morial said of black and 
white Americans. "We are on the 
same hand, but we are separate 
fingers.” 

Morial blamed the disparities on 
inadequate schools in black neigh- 
borhoods, workplace discrimina- 
tion and too many black families 


th only one parent. 

“The public policy commit- 
ment to this has been sketchy 
over the last 30 years,” Morial 
said. “There has not been a real 
focus on this.” 

Perhaps most disturbing, 
middle-income black families do 
not appear to be passing on higher 
incomes to their children in the 
same way that white families 
have, Isaacs said. 

She found that only one in 
three black children from middle- 
income families grew up to have 
higher incomes than their par- 
ents. 

“That means a majority ended 
up slipping down,” Isaacs said. 

Among whites, about two- 
thirds of the children from middle-

Small But 
Terrible 


On the one hand, tricycles fill in gaps in 
public transport and provide livelihood for 
our poorer cousins, At the same time 
though, riding the tricycle reinforces two 
national phobias: walking and getting dark 
from exposure to the sun 


IE was June 2002, happier days when Gloria 
Macapagal Arroyo had just become president, 
riding high on hopes for change. And what better 
venue could she have chosen to express the 
country's hopes than in the first national summit 
of the Tricycle Operators and Drivers 
Association, or TODA, held in Quezon City. The 
President actually addressed the summit with a 
rare show: "Kasi di ba maliiit ang traysikel, kasing 
liit ko ngunit malaki naman ang naiaambag sa 
ekonomiya, pati na rin sa ikabubuti ng 
mamamayan (Because aren't tricycles small, just 
like me? But they contribute immensely to the 
economy and to the welfare of the people)" 


Arroyo and other politicians rightly recognize the 
importance of tricycles and tricycle drivers in the 
country. In the last elections there was even a 
party list, Biyaheng Pinoy, claiming to represent 
the country's tricycle drivers. Its nominee for 
Congress was Arsenio Abalos, brother of the 
controversial, now erstwhile, Comelec head. 


| do not have the exact figures but | suspect that 
tricycle driving is probably the leading occupation 
in the country, with the number of tricycle drivers 
running into several hundreds of thousands. 
They're organized into hundreds, maybe even 
thousands, of drivers' associations, each 
confined to a particular geographical area. 


Most tricycle drivers are fiercely territorial since 
driving is their only livelihood. Given that these 
are really souped-up motorcycles, tricycles have 
their limits when it comes to speed and 
accessible distances. They're pretty much meant 
for short-distance travel, usually from a main 
highway into a subdivision, or areas not served 
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Mind the gap: Tricycles serve needs 


by jeepneys and buses. 


I've always been ambivalent about the tricycle 
and its poorer cousins, such as the pedicab, 
which relies solely on human pedal power. In 
rural areas in Mindanao, there's the well-known 
Skylab, which is really a motorcycle fitted with 
wood planks that make it look like, well, a 
Skylab, and on which the passengers sit. The 
Skylab is built that way to navigate the rough 
unpaved roads in many rural areas, sometimes 
even making its way through mountainous 
terrain. Call it Extreme Public Transportation. 


Then, too, there's the sidecar which can be 
motorized or powered by human pedaling. The 
sidecar allows small businesses to operate a 
home delivery system for food, beverages, 
bottled water, LPG tanks and smaller grocery 
items. 


The tricycle and its cousins can, on one hand, be 
praised for the way they fill our gaps in public 
transport. At the same time though, ! sometimes 
feel the tricycle reinforces two national phobias: 
walking and getting dark from exposure to the 
sun. In the area where my parents live, at the 
corner of Ortigas Avenue and Wilson near the 
Greenhills Shopping Center, you'll find a small 
battalion of pedicabs that mainly ferry people 
from that corner to Cardinal Santos Hospital. The 
distance is about half a kilometer, but many of 
the hospitals’ workers will insist on taking the 
pedicab, which charges P10 a ride. It's their 
choice of course, but | would think they'd be 
healthier if they just walked that short stretch. 


Tricycles and pedicabs do serve legitimate 
needs, such as when one is coming home with 
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heavy bags from work, or from the market or 
grocery. They're also a blessing when you're 
caught in a sudden downpour. And yes, one 
could argue that thousands of families live on the 
tricycle drivers' earnings, but as a public health 
person, | fear that these tricycles will cost us 
more with the health problems that these drivers 
are courting, including respiratory diseases and 
cancer from all those toxic substances, fumes 
and emissions that they're constantly exposed to. 
Many of them smoke as well, which makes it 
worse. 


The tricycles also have a way of violating every 
known traffic rule, tangling up traffic, and 
threatening life and limb. Sometimes | think it's 
because the tricycle drivers' brains have been 
fried from all those vehicular pollutants. But 
sometimes, too, ! think that accidents come as 
part of the tricycle drivers' machismo. Besides 
goading each other to their own versions of 
Grand Prix formula racing, they're notorious for 
harassing women passers-by. . . or worse. 


Most tricycle drivers are only living up to the 
machismo tradition started by bus and jeepney 
drivers, but tricycle driving creates new 
opportunities for sexual harassment and abuse 
not present in buses and jeepneys. Nothing 
could be worse than for a woman to be taking a 
tricycle at night, alone. 


All said, I'd like to see the day when we can 
phase out jeepneys and tricycles. Easier said 
than done, of course, given that we'd need a 
more efficient public transport system, and more 
jobs that can take in these drivers. Not to 
mention, Filipinos taking to walking. *

Confessions of a motorcycle rider 


It's not easy to explain it- -this touch of deviance and danger that gives texture to our uni-linear lives 


| STARTED riding a motorcycle in the mid-1960s 
after my maternal grandfather gave me a 
second-hand Ducati 160cc Junior Monza as a 
graduation gift. He said he couldn't afford the VW 
Beetle that І had wished for, so would | settle for 
a motorcycle? 


| knew nothing about motorcycles, much less 
about the venerable name that this particular 
bike quietly bore on its tank. It had been used for 
two years in remote rural roads by my 
grandfather's sales people, and the condition of 
its tires clearly showed its proletarian past. As | 
recall, there was nothing special about the bike. 
Anyone could have attached a sidecar to it and 
used it as a tricycle, and that would not have 
been a big deal. | was 20 and in graduate school. 
Apart from the small monthly stipend that came 
with my fellowship, | earned no money. The bike 
gave me mobility at minimal expense; it was a 
functional vehicle. 


Was | expressing a youthful yearning for freedom 


and identity when | began to ride? Most certainly 
not. My first bike projected none of the semiotic 
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values that | later learned to look for in 
motorcycles. Because | was not an enthusiast 
then, | could not see beyond a bike's practicality. 


| think one becomes a motorcycle enthusiast 
when one begins to see this vehicle not so much 
as a means of transport but as a work of art, a 
technological achievement, a prized possession, 
a toy. The pleasure that one draws from it comes 
not so much from its utility as a vehicle but from 
its production pedigree and meticulous 
composition as a machine. | know some 
aficionados who permanently park their 
motorcycles in their living room as part of the 
furniture. In the world of motorcycles, that's a 
perfectly valid reason for buying one. An 
enthusiast never buys a bike for sheer utilitarian 
reasons. 


First of all, passionate bikers typically ride not to 
reach a place. It's the other way around; they 
mark a place and plan a route in order to ride. 
The ride itself is the goal; the destination is only 
the means. Riders do stop in the middle of 
nowhere to marvel at the scenery or to smell the 
flowers—but that's only a bonus. The main point 


is the ride. Enthusiasts who ride to work are 
therefore the exception to the rule. Most bikers 
ride when they are not working. That's why they 
mostly ride on Sundays. 


It took a while before 1 graduated from being just 
a functional rider. For one, at my salary as a 
university instructor, | simply could not afford a 
big bike. Moreover, my kids were growing up, 
and | dreaded the thought of making them 
orphans so early. But for some reason, | could 
not get away from motorcycles. 


My next bike was a Honda XL100, essentially a 
road bike with good suspension that made it 
suitable for rough roads and river crossings. It 
was inexpensive and easy to maintain, and I 
used it to commute to school as well as to 
navigate mountain trails on weekends. When I 
became very busy, the Honda languished in the 
garage like an unwanted pet. | decided that the 
family driver would have better use for it and sold 
it to him for a song. 


While | stopped riding for many years, ! never 
stopped dreaming of one day getting myself a

powerful bike | could ride in the wind. | guess 
speed is every man's fantasy. Which one it will 
be—a plane, a sports car, or a motorcycle—is 
pure contingency, as it was for me. One day in 
2001, | found myself using the back road of P. 
Tuazon in Cubao to avoid the congestion on 
Edsa. While waiting for the traffic to move, I 
casually glanced at the show window of the 
motorcycle store by the roadside. In that instant, 
my eyes caught the stunning apparition of the 
new Ducati 916cc Monster S4, with its bullet gray 
tank, trellis frame, and bright red wheels. On an 
impulse, as if drawn by an irresistible force, 1 
pulled over and entered the store. At that precise 
moment, my youthful memories of those early 
Ducati rides flashed and fused with an unrelieved 
thirst for speed and adventure. ! could not take 
my eyes off this exquisite machine. Only then did 
| realize what Ducati has done to the motorcycle. 
The following week, | withdrew all my savings 
and bought the S4. | never looked back since. 
My only regret is that it took me so long to go 
back to riding. 


My wife was pleasantly shocked to find my new 
toy parked right in the sala of our home. "Nice!" 
she exclaimed, and | knew right then and there 
that | had married the right woman. That 
evening, we took the Ducati for a spin around the 
same acacia-lined campus that we used to circle 
as a young couple on my first Ducati. | am aware 
that most bikers' spouses are not as receptive to 
the idea of a dangerous indulgence like 
motorcycling. | suppose 1 am lucky to have 
married someone who could appreciate the thrill 
of living dangerously. ! didn't want to have all that 
thrill for myself however. In the beginning, my 
wife would ride pillion with me. Later, | decided to 
get her a lighter bike so she could ride on her 


own with ease. 


Until recently, | have mostly ridden alone, 
combining motorcycling with bird watching. Some 
think these are contradictory pursuits. In my 
case, they go together. On some weekends, 
start out early and ride my motorcycle to the 
Makiling Botanical Garden in Los Baños. After a 
quick breakfast, | take out my binoculars and 
walk up the ascending trail of this tranquil bird 
sanctuary. It is always a precious moment. Alone 
with my senses, | track the slightest movement 

among the trees as it rustles the leaves. It is not 
so different from riding—alone on my bike at 160 
kph, I scan the smallest objects in a fleeting field 
of vision just before they melt into a blur. 


These days | ride with a small group that cal 
itself "Hombres." It is a non-exclusive group. 
There are virtually no requirements for 
membership, except a basic capacity to look 
after a buddy. We ride all brands of motorcycles. 
We like to think of ourselves as a band of grown- 
up men from diverse backgrounds, driven by 
varying levels of sociability and madness. The 
average age is about 50. The oldest in our group 
is a 76-year-old Pinoy version of Arnold 
Schwarzenegger who drives a 1,000cc sports 
bike. He sets the standard for the life-span of a 
good rider. 


Our recent trips have taken us to Bicol, Panay, 
Bukidnon, llocos, Subic, and Baguio. These long 
strenuous rides on sometimes rough terrain have 
made it necessary for me to get a second bike, 
the 1000cc Aprilia Caponord, a dual-purpose 
tourer. On ordinary weekends, when we drive to 
Angeles or to Tagaytay for breakfast and 
camaraderie, | still prefer the sportier and faster 
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Ducati. 


] try not to ride on city streets except when | am 
going or coming from elsewhere outside Metro 
Manila. You don't see big bikes weaving in and 
out of city traffic. They lack the suicidal agility of 
the "underbones" and are likely to overheat in 
traffic. 


| still live on the UP Diliman campus, where | 
have taught for 40 years. Yet | rarely ride a 
motorcycle to school. A naked Ducati or a red 
giant trailie like the Caponord attracts too much 
attention in an academic parking lot. | make it a 
point however to ride around the campus every 
night after the school’s main gates, except one, 
have closed. The quietest hours are those just 
before midnight, when the cool air is softly 
scented with ylang-ylang and dama de noche 
blossoms. The roving guards already know me. | 
can almost hear what they say when they see 
me pass: “There goes the professor again, racing 
in the dark against himself.”

Tuevne not afraid of you," a contemplative 
George Hanson (Jack Nicholson) says to his two 
new biker friends Wyatt (Peter Fonda) and Billy

diner. "They're afraid of what you represent." 


In 1969, as depicted in this epic movie "Easy 
Rider," you'd be lucky to find a restaurant that 
was biker-friendly, one that would let you in and 
offer you a meal. Fortunately for bikers, today's 
world isn't as discriminating. It would be just as 
easy to spot a biker at a Starbucks as it would be 
to spot them at Heckle and Jeckle, a bar off 
Makati Avenue. 


"Biker-friendly" nowadays simply translates to the 
biker's convenience. Explains biker Ibba Rasul 
Bernardo, "It means there's space to park your 
motorcycle, and you can eat inside and watch 
your bike from in there..." 


The best example is Handlebar, a resto-bar on 
Polaris Street in Makati. “Handlebar,” muses 
Ibba, "is probably the most biker-friendly 
restaurant in Manila today. There's space for 
your bike by the al fresco smoking area and 
sometimes you can even bring your bike inside 
the restaurant." Right, a bike inside the 
restaurant, to pepper your potatoes with smoke 
from its muffler. And then | saw for myself: two 
gorgeous motorcycles parked by the wall inside 
Handlebar. | wondered if these were for real or 
just for riding on with the bar's theme--after all, 
biker shirts hang from the ceiling, stool cushions 
rest on what look like gas barrels, and handle 
bars actually sit on the walls, alongside posters 
of Dennis Hopper flipping the bird in that final 
scene of "Easy Rider.” 


1 observe the interiors of the restaurant some 
more as | bite into my Baby Back Ribs, which 
are, by the way, more baby-ish than | expected 
them to be, given the hefty sizes and the reputed 
lifestyle of its target customers (well, riding can 
be tiring). | enjoy the laid-back, biker vibe of the 
place: A huge mural of Handlebar and the biker 
community hovers over the bar; wall art on a 
panel of the bar tickles your funny bone with an 
all-too-familiar logo bastardized to say Starbones 
Coffin; there is a loft where, rumor has it, couples 
have been caught expressing themselves (!); a 
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billiards table rests on the far end of the room; 
and, what do you know, a glass wall allows you 
to watch your bike from across the street. | also 
note that a refrigerator full of Heineken is parked 
prominently behind the bar, a dead giveaway to 
its market. As is another refrigerator that rests by 
the door, displaying the evening's selection of 
steaks. 


These steaks have brought in non-biker 
customers to Handlebar, gaining reputation by 
bikers' word of mouth since the bar opened in 
2003. Good and cheap are the usual adjectives 
used as bait. A professor friend of mine, who 
prefers four wheels to two, actually visits 
Handlebar alone just to feast on its reasonably 
priced meats. | brought a steak aficionado with 
me on one of my visits to test this reputation. We 
ordered a 16 oz. Rib Eye for only P630. Having 
{о go outside, by the grill, to pick up our steak 
ourselves and select the sidings we wanted was 
a nice treat, as it gave off a very Dixie vibe, a 
barbecue party feel. The steak itself, however, 
while passing the criteria for cheap with flying 
colors (a good steak nowadays averages around 
P1,200) , was not as good as we had hoped it 
would be. We couldn't believe it was Australian 
Angus, as we were told, because while it was

tasty and delicious, it was not as tender and juicy 
as we expected the Australian rib-eye to be. 
Prepare your jaw for a bit of a workout. (The 
baby back ribs, priced at only P595, which I tried 
on a subsequent trip, was of course far more 
tender, but still not as good as others in the 
metro.) 


But then again, we may have been hoping for 
more than we bargained for. In terms of value for 
money, the steak still came out a real winner, 
served with heaping sides of coleslaw, beans 
and potatoes. In fact, if you gauge the dishes by 
the price to serving ratio alone, you would be 
more than pleased. The Fish N Chips, while 
chopped into sausage-sized bits, come in nine to 
ten pieces atop a plateful of fries. Bangers and 
Mash present half a plate of mashed potatoes 
with good enough sized sausages. The Chili 
Fries are good for four to six. Even the soup 
comes in a bowl with servings good for two, for 
the price of one.

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Back On His Bike 


Jolet Jao has stepped off the winner's 
podium, but is determined to get back his 
superbike racing title. There’s just no 
turning away from the daredevil racing 
streak that runs in the family 


Haro luck hounded him like a shadow this 
racing season. 


Still, it didn't sit quite well with superbike racing 
great Jolet Jao when his ten-year reign recently 
came to an end against a promising upstart half 
his age. 


"Minsan malas lang talaga (Sometimes you're 
just hit by bad luck)" says Jao. 


Although finishing second overall isn't so shabby, 
the spot feels uncomfortably new for one of the 
country's top riders. 


Jao, technically, did no wrong this season. But 
his pet bike did—twice—forcing him to take one 
step down from the winners' podium. 


"The preparation for the bike is important. The 
suspension, the tire, the engine—all of those are 
important. If you're good but you can't finish (due 
to a bike problem), then your skill won't matter," 
he stresses. 


Jao recently looked poised to capture his 11th 
straight superbike championship when his bike 
chains snapped in the main event that allowed 
19-year-old rookie Maico Buncio to cruise to the 
finish line by his lonesome. 


It was a nightmarish repeat of another race leg 
just months earlier where Jao failed to cross the 
line after his bike chains broke. In another 
incident, Jao got hit by another rider just as he 
Stopped to check on an engine that had conked 
out. Although he escaped serious injuries, the 
impact hurled him into the air before he fell flat 
on his back. 


"The bike problems were unexpected," he 
shares. "Next time, everything will be new at 
every race—new chains, new tires. And even the 
extra engine and the extra chain will be new." 


Carissa Eduque, Jao's two-year partner and race 
muse, adds: "The chain broke for no reason. It 
never happened before. But that's how we learn 
our lesson. Riding is no problem. His bike had a 
problem, that's the only reason he lost." 


But by no means is the 40-year-old Jao taking 
these episodes as omens of an impending

retirement. "(This can) only mean more 
challenges," he says. "There are so many high- 
tech bikes today. So the challenge for me is how 
to match those strong engines with my own 
skills. | go beyond my speed and try to learn 
more. | push myself more." 


Jao doesn't mind either that he's among the 
senior citizens on the biking block. "The other 
riders are teasing him to retire, to give others a 
chance," shares Eduque. Agrees Jao: "There are 
many new riders who are really good. But it's all 
the more reason | want to stay. It's gotten more 
challenging." 


The road to racing success has been quite easy 
for Jao. A former multi-titled motocross 
champion, he continues to blaze through the 
racing scene despite leaving the dirt track for the 
superbike circuit in 1996. 


Along the way, Jao also scooped up several titles 
in the underbone and scooter racing events. 

“It's in his blood," notes Eduque. They're all 
speed fanatics—his father and one of his siblings 
are into surfing, another is into RCs (remote- 
controlled cars). They're just all in different 
categories." 


Jao believes he owes his daredevil streak to his 
father, Alex, one of the pioneering road racers in 
the country. "| always turn to him," he says. 


“Whenever | have a problem, whether it's 
technical or personal, he always provides advice 
and support." 


The elder Jao still dotes on the son who 
surpassed his own illustrious career, adds 
Eduque. "He's Jolet's number one fan," she says. 
“Не calls regularly, asking how he did in the race. 
He always checks on Jolet." 


And it's a relationship that Jao greatly values. 
“It's important to have a coach. In my case, it's 
my dad," he says. "You need one person who 
can look after you, who can help you, tell you 
what's wrong and what you need to do." 


Jao adds that although riders compete on their 
own, competitive racers like him have a phalanx 
of experts and supporters working behind the 
scene. "You have friends helping you out, a crew 
helping you with your bike, and sponsors who 
provide for you because the sport can get very 
expensive." 


A top-of-the-line superbike can be as expensive 
as a brand new car, he points out. "It's not that 
affordable. It can be really tough. You have to 
have a lot of patience in this sport. You also have 
to be aggressive and passionate." 


And just like any sport, training can be very 
strenuous, with Jao spending eight to 12 hours in 
racing circuits in Batangas and Carmona several 
times a week. "You have to be physically fit, so | 
also run. The most important thing is stamina 
and practice. You have to do it over and over 
again," he says. 


Jao's trademark focus spills over on race day. "I 
concentrate on the starting line. | always think I 
have to go first. Once ahead, 1 don't look back. 
It's really full concentration from then on," he 
says. 


Yet the seemingly rash rider still gets his share of 
tournament jitters. “I still get nervous, especially 
at the starting line. But once the race starts, it's 
all gone,” he says. 


And surprisingly, Jao still gets all revved up after 
every triumph. “Until now, | feel very happy. | just 
enjoy the feeling of winning, especially if I'm up 
against very good riders. | still learn from them,” 
he shares. 


"You'd think he'd be so used to winning by now; 
but he remains very humble," observes Eduque. 
Confirms Jao: "It's really the speed, that's what I 
like in this sport. It has never changed." 


But right now, it's his off-road trips with Eduque 
that are giving Jao more thrills. "We ride on our 
own for a date. Or we go out with friends or other 
groups. We ride to Infanta, Quezon or Tagaytay." 


"Half of the time we're on a motorcycle," says 
Eduque, who still goes for a back ride with Jao 
despite a three-month baby bump. "Racing is his 
life. There's no reason for him to stop. Even if 
things didn't turn out as expected, that's how it is

Everytuine old is new again. 


Just as Sitti dusted off her Astrud Gilberto and 
Brasil 66 records and refurbished the gently 
swaying bossa nova beat of the Sixties for a new 
generation of lounge lizards, so has the 
venerable Vespa reinvented itself for the modern 
ега. 


The Vespa, which turned 60 last year, remains 
an icon of Italian design—a silhouette so 
recognizable that it defines the motor scooter. 
But ever stricter emission standards in Europe 
and America have forced it to evolve. 


Gone is the characteristic "putt-putt" of the old 
two-stroke engine, the haze of blue exhaust 
fumes, and the clunky manual shifting so loved 
by Vespa enthusiasts. 


"The so-called modern Vespas (to distinguish 
them from 'vintage' Меѕраѕ’) are as 
technologically advanced as the latest Japanese 
scooters," says Nani Juarez, general manager of 
2211 Works Inc., the official Philippine dealer of 
Vespa scooters. "Not only do they comply with 
the new Euro 3 emissions standards, but they 
feature fuel injection, modern four-stroke 
engines, automatic transmissions, electronic CDI 
ignitions, updated suspensions—everything you 
would expect in a modern scooter." 


But the Vespa retains an edge that no plastic 
scooter from Japan, Taiwan or China will ever 
have: an unbroken heritage of style that dates 
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Sitti streets: “I'm branching out, trying different things," says the bossa nova charmer of her newfound 
career as a sometime TV host and actress (on “Pinoy Dream Academy" and the soap opera "Ysabella," 
respectively). “It's a welcome opportunity to introduce myself and my music to a new audience." 


back to its origins in post-war Italy. 


“Piaggio, the company that manufactures the 
Vespa, was careful not to throw the baby out with 
the bath water,” says Juarez. “In redesigning the 
Vespa, they made sure they kept the design 
features that made it unique. So the chassis is 
still a monocoque stamped out of steel. 


“The characteristic Vespa shape, with the wide 
legshield in front, the upright seating posture, 
and the bulbuous back were also retained. In 
fact, for their 60th anniversary GTV model, they 
brought back features from the very first Vespa, 
such as clip-on handlebars, leather seats and a 
fender-mounted headlamp.” 


Adds Juarez: “Some models now have engine 
displacements of up to 250 cc. They're more 
capable of long-distance touring. But they're still 
the ideal mode of urban transport: economical, 
easy to use, and above all, stylish. You're 
guaranteed to stand out from the horde of two- 
wheeled riders if you're on a Vespa." 


For most of its enthusiasts—and there are a 
growing number locally—the Vespa is more than 
just a ride, he says. It's a lifestyle. Part of this is 
savvy marketing and product placement by 
Piaggio. Vespas featured prominently in such 
recent films as "The Bourne Ultimatum" and 
"Transformers." They appear regularly in fashion 
magazine spreads and TV commercials as a 
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Stylin’ in Puey Quiñones, Sitti looks equally good perched on a Vespa GT200 
(facing page), a Vespa LX150 (above), or a 1963 Vespa GS150 (right). Even if she

signifier of retro-modernist hip. And celebrities, 
from Heroes' Hayden Panettiere to the Sopranos' 
James Gandolfini, have been photographed 
riding (and sometimes crashing) their Vespas. 


But part of it is also the fact that the Vespa 
represents a piece of appropriate technology that 
answers basic human needs and wants: for 
freedom, for mobility, for self-expression. "The 
key to the Vespa is that it has a soul," the head 
of the Italian Vespa Club was quoted as saying. 
"It is not just a piece of machinery." 


Not bad, considering that the Vespa was 
originally intended as nothing more than a cheap, 
utilitarian mode of transport. Piaggio was 
originally an aircraft company, but in the 
aftermath of World War II, its president thought 
they should start small. He commissioned 
Corradino d'Ascanio, a helicopter designer, to 
come up with a cheap motor scooter to help 
Italians get back on their feet after their defeat. 
When Piaggio saw d'Ascanio's blueprint, he 
remarked: "Sembra una vespa! (It looks like a 
wasp!)" and the name stuck. 


The first Vespa rolled out of the factory in 1946, 
looking pretty much as it does now. D'Ascanio 
disliked motorcycles, so he did away with the 
messy chain drive, fixing the rear wheel directly 
to the engine. He did away with the traditional 
fuel tank, resulting in a step-through design that 
made it easy for women in skirts to ride. He 
shielded the rider and the engine in the 
bodywork, so the riders could keep their clothes 
spotless (an important consideration for Italians). 


The Vespa was a runaway success from the 
start, but its birth as a style icon can be traced 
back to one defining moment: the scene in the 
1953 film "Roman Holiday" when slumming 
princess Audrey Hepburn is swept off her feet by 
dashing journalist Gregory Peck--on a Vespa. It 
did for the Vespa what Marlon Brando's "The 
Wild One" did for the motorcycle: transform it into 
a symbol. 


In the 1960s, the fashion-obsessed Mod youth 
subculture emerged in Britain. Naturally, their 


chosen means of transport was the scooter, 
since it allowed them to ride without getting any 
grease on their bespoke Italian suits. Thus 
started the scooter-as-lifestyle phenomenon, 
which has undergone periodic revivals since 
then. 


Locally, the cult of the Vespa has experienced a 
growth spurt in recent years, fueled by the entry 
of the modern Vespas and the continued 
fetishization of the vintage ones. Local 
aficionados bond together through organized 
group rides, the annual Vespa Attack scooter 
rally, and through internet forums such as 
Vespinoy.com and Euroscoot.net. Last year, the 
Vespa Club of the Philippines was organized. It 
recently launched its own internet forum as well. 


Vespa enthusiasts form a subset of the emerging 
Pinoy scooter culture. Spiralling fuel costs and

Easy Rider 


DJ Crystal takes her road trip on the air 


Suervit Louise Crystal rides a white Vespa 
scooter and gets to her appointments on time 
despite Manila's horrendous traffic. Her other 
tide is a white Volkswagen, but she prefers her 
1997 model Vespa PX 150 to cope with her busy 
schedule. 


More popularly known as DJ Crystal, Sheryll is 
the host of the Daybreak Show, the pre-dawn 
program on Magic 89.9.FM, that airs from 3 to 6 
a.m. Monday to Friday. She's an insomniac 
subsisting on, at most, three hours of sleep a day 
to recharge herself. To fill up long waking hours 
especially during her weekend day-off, she takes 
up all manner of “rackets” available to media folk, 
like hosting events at malls, children's parties 
and even weddings. 


“When traffic in Manila became so bad and my 
car was in the shop, it was difficult for me to 
commute, especially during the Christmas 
season. In my line of work, | have to go from one 
place to another really quick, so it was tough 
without my own ride,” she recounts. 


"Three years ago, a good friend of the Magic's 
station manager told me he was selling his 
Vespa PX 150. | was thrilled. It was The Wasp 
with its classic style that | really like in a scooter. 
I test drove The Wasp the following day and it 
worked beautifully. | bought it the 29th of 
December.” 


She likes it so much she has christened it Ding. It 
consumes unleaded gas with a mileage of 
approximately 20 km. to the liter. It also has 
provisions for a back rider, and the lady DJ 
makes sure that the occasional back rider is in 
full protective gear as she is. Back riders, she 
explains, have greater chances of sustaining 
serious injuries because they usually don't know 
how to crash properly in the event of a collision. 


Crystal is no stranger to bikes. She rode a BMX 
when she was a kid and roamed about in a 
motorcycle when she got older. In a family of four 
girls, she admits to having the closest affinity with 
two-wheeled transport. She's handy with tools 
and personally trouble shoots her Vespa for 
minor problems. 


Although she's all geared up in the mandatory 
protective helmet, pads and jacket when she 
rides, Sheryll confesses to having had a number 
of accidents while riding. She recalls: "Two hours 
after | got my Vespa, | had my first semplang 
(spill) and it was a dumb one. Compared to other

models, the PX 150 is heavy. I failed to handle its 
weight while parking it on the stand, and it keeled 
over to one side. It's a good thing it had no 
scratches after the fall." 


Maintaining a balance proved useful when she 
met a road accident. She had just left a shoot for 
a TV show around midnight and was cruising 
along Timog Ave. in Quezon City when an 
unlighted passenger jeepney moving in the 
opposite lane suddenly swerved towards her side 
of the road. The other vehicle made a fast turn 
and she hardly had time to brake. She hit the 
side of the jeepney. 


DJ Crystal remembers, "I had to let go of the 
Scooter. Otherwise, it could topple to one side 
with me along with it. Who knows what kind of 
injuries | might have sustained? Fortunately, I 
had the presence of mind to make a proper 
crash. The bike remained upright after ramming 
the jeepney's side. | was wearing my full gear on 
top of my beautiful outfit for the previous show 
but | sustained bruises on my knees. The stupid 
driver shouted that | was driving too fast then 
drove off without even bothering to see how | 
was!" 


To say the least, it was an earth-shaking 
experience for Sheryll. Bike drivers, she realized, 
are most vulnerable on the road because of the 
absence of the protective metal enclosures of a 
heavier four-wheeled car. But since she's really 
into two-wheeled transport, she brushed these 
Scary thoughts aside, arguing that she's in the 
business of living life to the fullest. Her friends at 
2211 Works, a scooter servicing center, just as 
easily and quickly restored her Vespa PX 150 to 
its classic condition. 


DJ Crystal: High on 
Scootering 


Sheryll's love for Ding the Vespa extends to her 
Magic music program, where she started a 
segment called Scooterista Life. On the show, 
she talks about new developments in the 
scootering world and provides tips on road safety 
and improving the efficiency of scooters for 
newbie drivers. 


DJ Crystal is big on safety. She even scores 
most riders for failure to get proper licensing to 
drive a two-wheeled motor vehicle. She explains, 
"Most riders buy a motor bike and then go off 
zigzagging even on busy streets with the entire 
family on back ride. Not many of them even 
know they have to get a license with restrictions 
1 and 2 to drive a motor bike. The police know 
this, and | bet many of the citation tickets being 
issued these days cite non-compliance with 
these restrictions." 


With Scooterista Life, she is able to reach out to 
numerous scooter clubs, which once showed 
their clout when 3,000 of their members rallied in 
front of the Land Transportation Office to protest 
a plan to put the license number on their crash 
helmets. She had always wanted to join a 
Scooter group, but pressure from a workaholic's 
routine would not allow her to scooter away with 
kindred spirits on occasional out of town group 
biking trips and similar activities during 
weekends. 


Her only misgiving, a small one at that, is that 
you tend to smell funny after braving the smoke 
and grime from heavy traffic. Being early for an 
appointment gives her time to freshen up to do 
away with the sticky smell of street pollution. It's 
definitely a small price to pay to breeze through 
life's rugged roads, which is what this plucky 
rider is doing. *

The Fast, the Furious 


and the Pinoy 


High on speed, young cyclists flout the law and push the limits of safety in illegal drag racing 


|r happens at the unholiest of hours, late at 
night or very early morning. Figures emerge from 
the darkness, and in an instant, teen marshals 
are all over the place, taking control of the traffic, 
signaling vehicles to stop or slow down or make 
a detour, as young boys dash out in modified 
scooters they call "kinalikot (tinkered with)" The 
race is оп. 


Scenes like this have become 
common in a number of major 
streets in Metro Manila. Teenage 
boys in rubber slippers, shorts, and 
undershirts congregate to rev up 
the motor of their scooters for the 
sheer joy of racing, and perhaps to 
win a thousand pesos or so on the 
side. 


The self-appointed referee gives 
the signal, the cyclists step on the 
gas, and they're off—dangerously 
weaving in and out of the lanes of 
other speeding vehicles in a race to 
the designated finish line before law 
enforcers appear to break up the 
action. Traffic enforcers barely 
manage to catch the racers. “They 
are too fast for us," admits a law 
enforcer. “They use narrow roads to 
escape." The police usually end up 
arresting only the bystanders and 
spectators. 


The racers are often conveniently garbed in 
ordinary street clothes to escape being singled 
out in a crowd. While the police are able to stop 
the race, they are seldom successful in arresting 
race participants, who zoom away at the first wail 
of police sirens or the first sight of flashing lights. 


During a recent raid at the Diosdado Macapagal 
Ave. in Pasay City, police arrested over 20 
alleged drag racers but had to release them 
hours later because of a legal technicality. “The 
police made wrong arrests," recounts Henry, one 
of those arrested. "The real racers got away." 


For most drag racers, owning a modified scooter 
and joining drag races are nothing more than a 
hobby. Hector, a regular race participant, says he 


has spent P70,000 to modify his equipment. He 
saved that up from the regular allowance he 
receives from his father working in Saudi Arabia. 


He appears very happy, almost ecstatic, during 
the interview shortly after the race and the close 
encounter with the police. This round won him 
P2,000, and he looks forward to more pulse- 


racing action and prize money. "But I'm neither a 
criminal nor a drug user," he protests, when told 
that what he just did was illegal. "This is just a 
hobby." 


His friend chimes in: "Even if he is caught, he 
can only be charged for certain minor violations, 
like driving without a helmet," he says. "And that 
can be settled amicably." Hector has, in fact, 
already done that once, shelling out P1,000 to a 
traffic enforcer to get off the hook during a similar 
racing incident. 


Although there's often cash involved in the racing 
events, thrill racers are not motivated solely by 
money. The real kick comes from the adrenalin 
rush of exploring the limits of their two-wheeled 
machines against the competition, against other 
daring speedsters who risk life, limb, and, yes, 


liberty, for the love of racing. 


Nani Juarez, a certified scooter enthusiast and 
known in this world as “Mr. Scoot,” notes that 
sport scooter racing caught on with the entry of 
cheap scooters into the country, mostly from 
Japan and China. A scooter is a two-wheeled 
vehicle with an engine tucked 
under the seat and directly 
attached to the rear axle. 


This feature allows a rider to easily 
start its engine, although the 
location of the engine puts a 
imitation on rear suspension 
quality. A scooter's overall 
bodywork conceals all the 
mechanicals within its sleek frame. 
tis ideal for city driving and is 
popular in Europe and Asia, 
particularly in Southeast Asia. In 
Malaysia, police have been trying 
to stamp out street racers. but with 
ittle success. 


The latest breed of scooter could 
give the big bike a run for its money 
because of its powerful 400cc or 
650cc engine that allows it to 
weave effortlessly in and out of 
crawling traffic at high speed. But 
this feature is insignificant in the 
Philippines where motorcycles are 
banned from using the expressway. 


Nani does warn riders that illegal scooter racing 
is a dangerous sport. It does not follow the same 
safety features and guidelines adopted by 
organized circuit races. First, the grounds and 
surrounding areas are not thoroughly checked for 
safety. Second, safety nets such as wearing 
helmets, riding shoes, and proper racing suits 
are not properly observed. Third, scooters are 
modified oftentimes by untested technicians who 
are always more concerned about improving the 
speed of the scooter rather than ensuring its 
safety features, thus causing a spike in motor 
accidents every year.

for their money. (Drinks, though, are more 
expensive, beer generally priced at P100). But 
the macho high doesn't end there: at center 
stage is a big screen ideal for following soccer 
season, basketball games, or boxing matches.

But you could bring your family to Handlebar. "It's 
one of the safest places to eat at," insists Ibba.

It's a great 
gathering place. 


Should you consider following suit, here's the 
pre-ride. Never go for lunch on a weekday 
(minus Friday) or you will be met by closed 
doors, as the restaurant opens at 3 p.m. If you 
hop in early in the afternoon, don't expect 
spectacular service—the waiters may be playing 
billiards with a regular and the food may be 
served after a 20-minute wait. Do come on a 
weekend, when they have their barbecue nights, 
to experience your steak being grilled before 
your eyes and by the road, and to enjoy the vibe 
of the biker community. You won't even need to 
talk to anyone; when you're surrounded by 
people who make the most of the world and what 
it has to offer, the aura is just amazing, Just 
being there will make you smile. (Unless that was 
just me, smiling like a foo! to anyone who would 
reciprocate!) Don't come with high expectations 
of the food, because although big steaks with 
cheap prices are always a come on, there is 
really nothing spectacular on the menu, 
Handlebar being more of a watering hole, really, 
than a serious restaurant. But do bring your 
appetite and a lot of friends, because the 
servings here are for American football players, 
perfect for sharing among us Pinoys, and the 
place is highly conducive to talking, bonding, a 
relaxed night of fun, and great conversation. 
Better than the steak, it would be hard to stop 
bingeing once you get a taste of that. •

Police authorities say they need stricter laws to 
curb drag racing. Under Presidential Decree (PD) 
No. 1602 or the Illegal Gambling Law, car racing 
is considered illegal if money or articles of value 
are at stake. But there is no law that addresses 
the problem of illegal racing of motorcycles and 
ordinary scooters. 


Under Senate Bill No. 13 or the Anti-illegal Drag 
Racing Act proposed by Sen. Bong Revilla, “any 
person who shall participate in any manner in an 
illegal drag race or acceleration contest shall 
face a mandatory imprisonment of one year 
without probation and a fine of not less than 
P200,000." 


“Even the so-called rich kids or children of the 
prominent and influential will be punished once 


this bill is passed," says Revilla, who is also a 
motorcycle enthusiast. "It's not only the motorists 
who are affected by illegal drag racing but also 
innocent pedestrians." 


The senator, along with legitimate race 
organizers and responsible motorcycle 
enthusiasts, including Juarez, support drag 
racing as a sport that should not be abused "to 
the extent of conducting it in an uncontrolled and 
unsecured environment that would harm both 
motorists and pedestrians." 


Unfortunately, most young drag racers may not 
understand this. They picture themselves as 
characters from the movie "The Fast and The 
Furious" who are misunderstood do-gooders with 
a passion for speed and excitement. 


"It's not enough that we impose higher fines," 
remarks Nani. "If the possibility of injury, and 


even death, cannot stop people from racing, 
imposing fines won't make much of a difference 
either." 


Apparently, illegal racing has become a popular 
social activity not just in this country, but all over 
the world. It may not be completely eradicated, 
but it can definitely be reduced by providing 
people with an inexpensive, legal, and safe 
space to race, where they can show off their 
Skills and modified machines in a supervised 
environment. 


Until then, it may be wiser and safer to simply 
heed the young race marshals that may suddenly 
appear when you least expect them, and just 
enjoy a free show of the fast and furious Pinoy 
racers in action from the comfort of your car. *
